Tim Ferry (Suz) used consistent 2-2 
moto finishes to win the 250/Open class 
at round two of the AMA Fall Classic 
MX Series at Raceway Park, English- 
town, New Jersey, on October 2. Finish- 
ing second, via 3-3 motos finishes, was 
Mike Brown (Hon), while Barry 
Carsten (Suz) took third. The defending 
champ Todd DeHoop (Hon) grabbed 
fourth, while Jim Neese (Kaw) complet- 
ed the top five. John Dowd (Yam), won 
the second moto, but transmission prob- 
lems forced him to drop out of the first 
moto while he was leading. Brown still 
holds a healthy 16-point lead in the 
series over DeHoop. In the 125cc Sup- 
port class, Dowd scored the win over 
Ferry and Ty Wallace (Hon). The top 
Amateur rider was Brock Sellards 
(Kaw) who won five of six motos. Sell- 
ards topped the 250cc and Schoolboy 
classes; a fall in the 125cc Amateur class 
relegated him to second overall. 


Campbell (Hon) and Rex Staten (Kaw) 
rounded out the top five. 


“Sudden” Sam Ermolenko (GM) 
scored 14 points on the way to winning 
his second consecutive U.S. National 
Speedway Championship at the Orange 
County Fairgrounds in Costa Mesa, 
California, on October 1. Josh Larsen 
(GM) finished second with 13, and Gary | 
Hicks was third with 12. Ermolenko 
became the fifth rider to earn back-to- | 
back National titles, joining Mike Bast, 
Bruce Penhall, Kelly Moran and Mike 
Faria. 


Lou Gerencer Jr. (H-D) and Richard 
Soter III (BSA) were the big winners in 
round 10 of the AMA National Hill- 
climb Series in Asheville, North Caroli- 
na, on October 1. Gerencer topped the 
800cc class over Steve Dresser (Suz) and 
Greg Williams (Hon), while Soter 
topped the 540cc division over Scott 
Everett (Tri) and Paul Pinsonnault | 
(Hon). With just one round left in the | 
series, Gerencer leads Williams by just

Hazen, Doohan 
suspended indefinitely 
by the AMA ` 


oad racers Brad Hazen and Scott Doohan, who were involved in an on-track 

altercation and subsequent accident at the final round of the U.S. Superbike 

National Championship at Road Atlanta on September 18, have been suspended 
indefinitely from AMA professional competition. 

“The AMA has taken an ample amount of time to review eyewitness reports of the 
accident, and of over-aggressive riding tactics leading up to the accident,” said Merrill 
Vanderslice, the AMA's director of professional competition. "The AMA will not toler- 
ate this kind of behavior, which we believe indicates a total disregard for other riders’ 
personal safety.” 

Doohan and Hazen were judged to be in violation of Rule B,20 of the 1994 AMA 
Rules for Professional Competition, which forbids “riding at any time in such a manner 
as to endanger the life or limb of other riders, officials or the public.” 

Hazen, who races under an AMA license, will have all privileges revoked immedi- 
ately. Doohan, an Australian competing under an international FIM license, loses his 
eligibility to compete in future AMA pro events. 

The strongest eyewitness report, according to the AMA, came from Dale Quarterley 
who was behind the Hazen/Doohan battle when the incident occurred on the final lap. 
Quarterley told Cycle News immediately following the race that he saw Hazen reach 
out and grab Doohan's neck as the two entered a high-speed right-hand corner, caus- 
ing both riders to crash. 

Doohan's most serious injury ended up being a badly broken left arm, but the 31- 
year-old Australian was originally thought to be badly injured after being placed in a 
medically induced coma. Doohan has been released from the Northeast Georgia Med- 
ical Center in Gainesville, Georgia, and was scheduled to undergo surgery on his arm 
in San Francisco, California. 

Hazen, meanwhile, underwent surgery in Laramie, Wyoming, on Monday, Septem- 
ber 26 to repair ligament damage to his knees and was released on Saturday, October 1. 
In addition to fracturing one knee and tearing ligaments in the other, Hazen suffered 
damage to two vertebrae and cracked two ribs. The Californian claims to have no recol- 
lection of the incident. 

“I wish I remembered,” Hazen said on Friday, September 30, prior to learning that 
he'd been suspended. “I have no memory of the accident itself. I’ve heard stories, but 
none of that happened." 

When given Quarterley's account of the crash, Hazen said: "It's preposterous. It 
makes no sense to me. Maybe it would look like that if he came underneath me and I 
was falling toward him." 

Doohan's agent John MacGillivary is trying to find someone with a video tape of the 
incident, but says that Doohan also has no memory of the crash. "He doesn't remember 
anything right now, but that doesn't mean he won't at some point." 

Vanderslice said Doohan's suspension was based on eyewitness reports of incidents 
that occurred earlier in the race "specifically to the corner before" the accident, an area 
where the two reportedly came together. 














“1 believe there was involvement from both parties," Vanderslice said on Monday, 
October 3. When asked if an "indefinite suspension" meant forever in this case, Van- 
derslice said: "It could be forever. We will continue to gather information and we will 
review it as it becomes available. We're not going to take this lightly." 

Both suspensions may be appealed, Vanderslice said.

| the AMA's vice-president of sports marketing said on Monday, October 3. "There will 
| be three representatives from the promoters, along with myself, Ed Youngblood (the 
president of the AMA) and Paul Dean (chairman of the board). ^We have total authori- 
ty to cut a deal. We can put the deal together tomorrow, and hopefully we can stop the 
fragmenting." 

| The supercross promoters group recently started a sanctioning body dubbed AIR 
(American International Racing) and were planning on running their own supercross 
series in 1995, without AMA sanction. 








| defending champion Fred Andrews Merrill Vanderslice, 41, formerly the 
(Yam). | AMA’s National Technical Manager, 

| has been promoted to the position of 
AMA Director of Professional Competi- 
tion, effective immediately. “Merrill was 
initially named acting competition 
director while the AMA went through 
an interview process with other candi- 
dates," AMA Vice-President of Sports 
Marketing Tom Mueller said. "Other 
individuals were considered, but Mer- 
rill’s background and knowledge of pro- 
fessional racing had an immediate effect 
on the d ics of the department. I'm 
really excited that Merrill has accepted 
the position." In other AMA Pro Racing 
activity, Don Abbott has accepted the 
position of national statistics manager. 
Abbott, a long-time scoring coordinator 
and software expert for the AMA, will 
expand his role from road racing into 
other pro racing disciplines, overseeing 
timing, scorekeeping and official results. 


| Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski was a 
spectator at the Englishtown Fall Classic 
MX and, according to our sources there, 
Kiedrowski will have a new tuner for 
the upcoming National MX and Super- 
cross Series. Brian Lunniss, who had 
| been Mike Craig's mechanic this year at 
| Team Yamaha, will move over to the 
Kawasaki camp and turn wrenches on 
Kiedrowski's machine, replacing Shane 
Nalley. Between them, Kiedrowski and 
| Nalley have racked up four AMA 
National Championship MX titles - two 
in the 125cc class, and one each in the 
250 and 500cc classes. Lunniss has tuned 
for the likes of Bob Hannah, Rick John- 
| son and Damon Bradshaw. Yamaha's

"We've received 
constructive input from Kawasaki's 
Mark Johnson, Malcolm Hill of Ameri- 
can Motorcycle Racing Teams (AMRT), 
Martin Adams of Smokin' Joe's Racing, 
Terry Vance of Vance & Hines Racing, 
among others," Tom Mueller, the 


Unconfirmed reports have New Englan- 

der John Dowd signing a letter of intent 

with Team Yamaha for 1995.

During the closing ceremonies following 
the Tulsa Six Days, overall individual 
winner Stephane Peterhansel and "Top 
American" at the event Ty Davis both 
donated their motorcycles to John 
Zink's personal museum, which the | 
locals call the Rendezvous. The event 
was held on Zink's 33,000-acre ranch 
near Sand Springs, Oklahoma. Peter- 
hansel's and Davis' bikes will be dis- 
played alongside a couple of Zink-spon- 
sored Indy cars, as well as an Indy 
500-winning car of the early “505. 


ESPN's Dave Despain has dispelled 
rumors that he will be replaced as the 
host of MotoWorld, the weekly motor- 
cycle television show. "I expect to be 
hosting MotoWorld for as long as 
MotoWorld is on ESPN,” Despain said. 








According to AMA Vice-President of 
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Sports Marketing Tom Mueller, the 
AMA has put its no-compete offer to 
Roger Edmondson back on the table in 
an effort to avoid the owner of Champi- 
onship Cup Series from promoting a 
competing road race series in 1995. “We 
learned from some of our road race pro- 
moters that Roger said if we put the 
same deal back on the table he’d take 
it,” Mueller said. “Last week, on Friday 
(September 30), the AMA put the deal 
back on the table. We couriered the 
papers to him and all he’s got to do is 
sign on the dotted line. He has until 
tomorrow (October 4).” The deal, 
reportedly worth some $1.5 million, will 
keep Edmondson from being involved 
in professional road racing for seven 
years. 


With Georgian Mike Smith expected to 
sign a contract to race Muzzy 
Kawasakis in the 1995 AMA U.S. Super- 
bike National Championship, the big 
question seems to be who will join 
Mike Hale on the Smokin’ Joe’s Racing 
team. “We're talking to all the names 
you'd expect us to be talking to,” team 
owner Martin Adams said. According 
to reports from Australia, Anthony 
Gobert, the newly crowned Australian 
Superbike Champion is hopeful of join- 








ing the AMA series in 1995. The 19- 
year-old won the series on a Honda 
RC45 and many are naming him as 
Smith's replacement, but Adams hasn't 
signed anyone to a contract yet.

Edwards for World 
Superbike Series? 





ccording to reports from Europe, Colin 
Edwards II (right) will compete in the World 
Championship Superbike Series in 1995, 
although Yamaha Motor Corp. USA denies the 


report. 


"That's not a for sure thing," Yamaha's Keith 





McCarty said on Monday, October 3. "Hee obvious- 
ly a choice, I think his results at the end of the sea- 
son would make him a choice. I think the question 
has been brought up, and he was certainly a name 
on the list. It's way down the road to decide that at 
this point." 

Reports from Europe indicate that Edwards will 
spearhead Yamaha's full factory effort into World 
Superbike racing, placing him alongside Yamaha 
test-rider Yasutomo Nagai in a team that will be 
based in Italy. 


Edwards won three AMA U.S. Superbike Nationals in a row this season, and ended 
up fifth in the championship point standings. If the 20-year-old Texan were to leave the 
Vance & Hines Yamaha team for a shot at the World Championship, it would indeed 
open up a slot on the Terry Vance-owned team for 1995. Neither Vance or Edwards 


were available for comment on Monday, October 4. 


in appalling conditions at England's Donington Park 
on October 2. 

The Georgian's perfect day - combined with the 
lackluster performance of championship leader Carl 
Fogarty - leaves the two separated by only five 
points with just one race remaining in the series, on 
October 30 in Phillip Island, Australia. 

It was also a good day for newly crowned AMA 
U.S. Superbike National Champion Troy Corser as 
the Australian rode his Fast By Ferracci Ducati to 


second place finishes in both legs. 


Russell and Corser battled for the lead in the first 
race with Russell ultimately winning by just two- 
tenths of a second. Third place in the first leg went 
to Yamaha-mounted Paolo Casoli with Ducati-mounted Alan Carter and Rumi 
Honda's Simon Crafar rounding out the top five finishers. Castrol Honda's Aaron 
Slight finished eighth with Fogarty a lowly 14th after struggling with a poor tire choice. 
Italian Mauro Lucchiari led the second race as rain continued to fall. After five laps, 
Russell trailed Lucchiari and Corser by five seconds, with Corser taking over the lead 
on the 10th lap. Russell ended up passing Lucchiari on lap 12 and Corser on lap 17 to 


take the victory. Lucchiari held on to third with Casoli fourth and an angry

fifth. The Brit had assumed that Ducati would order Lucchiari to slow and let him pass, 
but that never transpired. Slight ended up 10th. 

So with one round remaining, Fogarty's lead has been cut to just five points over 
Russell, 268-263, and Slight is third with 251 points.

A press release from the Cactus Group 
in Scottsdale, Arizona, says that former 
Team Noleen member Shaun Kalos will 
ride for their team in 1995. Kalos will 
contest the 1995 Supercross Series and 
National Motocross Series, while Alex 
McElyea will race the 125cc Western 
Regional Supercross Series, 250cc East- 
ern supercross events and the 125cc 
National Motocross Series. According to 
the release, negotiations are underway 
with potential non-industry sponsors, 


and the team will travel in a 40-foot 
truck trailer.

I just got back from the ‘94 ISDE and 
unfortunately, I must say I was disap- 
pointed.

We did see 
them, but not as much as I had hoped. 
Maybe my expectations were set too 
high, but having attended three of these 
events previously, I don’t think so. 

Please let me be the first to be fair 
and say that the Tulsa Trailriders did an 
excellent job in putting on the enduro 
that makes up the ISDE. The trail, the 
markings, the checks, the tests and the 
scoring were all top notch and done 
very professionally. The group of guys I 
worked with as a course marshal on the 
blue loop were outstanding, and I had a 
great time. However, the ISDE is an 
event, not just an enduro, and this year’s 
ISDE left me feeling ashamed when it 
was all over. I only spent hundreds of 
dollars driving to the ISDE. How must 
the foreign visitors, who spent thou- 
sands of dollars to come to America to 
see their boys compete, have felt when 
they couldn’t see much more than the 
start and the pits? I was mad, but they 
must have been furious. 

One of the Tulsa Trailriders remarked 





to me after Day Three (the day they 
closed the ranch to spectators) that the 
vote in the club was very close to not 
allowing any spectators at this year’s 
event - that the ISDE was not a spectator 
sport, and that if it had not been for the 
AMA and FIM, they would not have 
allowed spectators. While thinking 
about this remark later, it occurred to me 
that he was not entirely correct. While an 
enduro may not be a spectator sport, the 
ISDE is. At the ISDE a rider is likely to 
encounter spectators at any time on the 
course or in the tests. In E the spec- 
tators cheer their riders on with a 
vengeance at the grass tracks, and they 
don’t do it from a cattle pen. 

I heard several people comment that 
after what happened in Tulsa, the U.S. 
will be very lucky to ever get another 
Six Days. I hope they are wrong, but I 


fear they are right.

Malcolm on ISDE 


I am concerned that your readers may 
have misinterpreted the sidebar “Mal- 
colm Smith: How it used to be” in your 
October 5, 1994 issue. 

I am certain that the ISDE is much 
more difficult today than it was when I 
was riding the event. The many highly 
skilled riders are talented and fierce. 
The competition is tremendous. 

Only one factor of the ISDE was 
more difficult when I rode the event - 
the point-scoring system. When I rode 
the event, there was no way to make up 
lost route points. If you arrived at a 
checkpoint past your grace period, you 
simply lost the gold. Today, a rider can 
make up points in the special test and be 
back in the running for a gold. 

The ISDE was one of the greatest 
adventures of my life, because of the 
people I met and the personal chal- 
lenges I faced. I enjoyed the great cover- 
age you did on the ISDE, and especially 
enjoyed the “Briefly...” comments. By 
the way, I did not win six Gold medals. 
I won eight Golds and one Silver.

E hat a difference a day 
| makes. 
| Entering the Sacramento 
Mile, things looked bleak 
d for four-time Grand 
National Champion Scott Parker. With 
a 14-point deficit to series point leader 
Chris Carr - and only three races 
remaining - Parker's chances of earn- 
ing an unprecedented fifth Grand 
National Championship looked slim. 
Even if Parker were to win all three 
races, Carr could settle for a variety of 
seconds and thirds, and still roll on to 
his second Grand National Champi- 
onship. 

“When I left Michigan, some of my 
friends were saying, "Hey, Scotty, do 
you still even have a chance?' And I 
would reply, "Hell, you just gotta 
push, push, push, and never give ир,“ 
said Parker. 

And "push" is exactly what he did. 
When the green light flashed, Parker 
put on his race face and stormed to his 
eighth Sacramento Mile win at the Cal 
Expo State Fairgrounds aboard his Bill 
Werner-tuned factory Harley-David- 
son XR750. 

So Parker did his part, but what 
about Carr? 

After suffering a miserable start, 
the crowd favorite raced through the 
field and quickly joined the battle for 
the lead. Things looked good as Carr, 
a seven-time Sacramento Mile winner, 
looked to have found the hot line 
around the track. But things fell apart 
for the Californian, literally, on the 
15th lap. As he raced down the front 
straight, Carr threw his arm in the air, 
and shortly thereafter, began to slow 
dramatically. 

"The bike started to cut out, and I 
wanted the other guys to be aware 
that I was having troubles," said a dis- 
appointed, yet surprisingly upbeat 
Carr. "I looked down, and the carbure- 
tor manifolds had come off. I put them 
back on with my hand and held them 
in place with my leg, but every time I 
hit a bump they would come off again. 
I tried to save as many points as I 
could, but there was just no way." 

Carr coasted off the track on the 
19th lap, scoring only a single point, 
while Parker raced to a solid 20 with 
his win. Now, with two rounds 
remaining - the Pomona Half Mile and 
the first-ever Del Mar Mile - Parker 
holds a slim five-point lead over Carr, 
271-266. 

Finishing second at the Chris Aga- 
janian Presents-promoted event was 
none other than the ever-consistent 
Steve Morehead, the 39-year-old veter- 
an delighted to finish on the podium. 
“Man, this is the first time I've been on 
the box at Sacramento in over 10 
years," said Morehead. "I was second 
here in 1978 - that was the last time I 
had a good race here." 

After a race-long battle with Kevin 
Atherton, Davey Camlin finished a 








well-deserved third. The likable rider 
looked fast all night long, and only a 
poor start in the 25-lap National kept 
him from finishing any higher. 

"| really love the miles," said Cam- 
lin, who scored his first-ever National 
win earlier in the season at this year's 
DuQuoin Mile. “I go good on the long 
tracks, and Skip Eaken builds the 
fastest bikes. I was there at the end, 
but the bike started vibrating with 
about three laps to go. I figured it was 
better to settle for third, than to try 
harder and blow up." 


HEATS 


Camlin served notice in the first 10- 
lap heat race, as he outstarted 
holeshot-artist Aaron Hill and zipped 
out to a commanding lead on the 
opening lap. Camlin pulled away with 
each passing lap aboard his Wiebler's 
Harley-Davidson/Brenny's 
Cycle/Bell/Indian MC Supply/Bill's 
Custom Finish/Max Leathers/Jeff 
Quick Construction/Dad/HOG/Pro 
Sport/Motion Pro/Max Oil/Fass 
Gass/Hog Wash/Tsubaki-sponsored, 


Skip Eaken-tuned Harley-Davidson, 
finally taking the checkered flag with a 
full straightaway's advantage over 
Hill. Bartels' Harley-Davidson team- 
mates Mike Hale and Jay Springsteen 
finished a distant third and fourth, but 
would have to try again in a semi. 

“I was skidding through the cor- 
ners and it was working pretty good," 
said Camlin. "That won't work in the 
main though - the tires can't take it. I 
think we'll probably cruise for the first 
10 laps, then hammer down towards 
the end. At least that's what I hope the 
other guys are thinking." 

Davey Durelle nabbed the holeshot 
in the second heat, but veteran Terry 
Poovey didn't wait long to smoke into 
the lead. Poovey looked like he was 10 
years younger as he performed a mas- 
terful display of mile-track racing and 
went on to score the win with a 30- 
bikelength lead aboard his Gillco/ 
USC Racing/Sakaida & Son Truck- 
ing/Bell/Tsubaki/Hap Jones-spon- 
sored Honda RS750. 

"The track is pretty good, but 
maybe a little inconsistent in places,"

said Poovey, who spends his week- 
days working as service manager of 
DFW Honda. "I feel pretty good 
tonight, I think I can put together 25 
strong laps." 

The third heat race was jam-packed 
with talent, as Carr, Parker, Morehead 
and Will Davis sat on the front row. 
Only two of the "big guns" would 
transfer directly, and an exciting 10 
laps was sure to unfold. Carr jumped 
into the lead with Davis and More- 
head hot on his heels. Parker, mean- 
while, was caught sleeping and began 
the race in seventh. Davis and Carr 
traded the lead numerous times, but 
time and time again it was Carr who 
led the way across the start/finish 
line. Parker joined in on the fun on lap 
five, and a spectacular four-man draft- 
ing battle ensued. When the checkered 
flag flew, it was Morehead who came 
out on top. Parker nabbed the runner- 








up position, leaving Carr and Davis to 
return in a semi. 

“It’s not pool-table smooth like 
Pomona usually is,” said Morehead, 
who lists KK MC Supply, Shepherd 
Chemical Company, F&S Harley- 
Davidson, John Dragoo, Motion Pro, 
Bell, Answer, Air Pro, Wilson Drive 
Axle, Dirt Track Number Plates, Zoom 
and Storz as sponsors. “I was road rac- 
ing it in the corners, but when I started 
skidding it - that’s when I started to go 
good. Well make some chassis 
changes for the main.” 

"I'm kinda glad that ГП have to be 
in the semi," said an optimistic Carr. 
"That way, I'll get another look at the 
track before the main. And starting on 
row two at a mile isn't as terrible as it 
is on a half mile." 

Minutes later, Carr's disposition 
changed from one of optimism, to one 
of panic. “I was telling Kenny (Tolbert, 
Carr's tuner) that the bike started to 
feel a little weird towards the end of 
the heat," said Carr. "Then we looked 
at it, and noticed that the frame was 
broken at the swingarm pivot." 

Tolbert finished welding the frame 
with time to spare before the start of 
the semis. 

Scott Stump led the way in the 
fourth and final heat race, but Rodney 
Farris and Kevin Atherton gobbled 
him up in a hurry. Atherton traded 
draft-passes with Farris for a few laps, 
but after that, went to work and pulled 
out a commanding lead. At the finish, 
Atherton enjoyed a 30-bike-length lead 
over Farris aboard his Total Control 
Racing/Ben Ford, Jr./Cumming's 
Harley-Davidson/Arai/Super- 
trapp/MSR/EBC ` Brakes/ White 
Power / Pro Plates/Tsubaki/Silkolene- 
sponsored Harley. Stump was a dis- 
tant third. 

“The track is pretty good, but tire 
wear is going to be a concern,” said 
Atherton. “We should be right in there 
come the main event.” Atherton’s heat 
would be the fastest of the night. 


SEMIS 


Three eight-lap semis that each 
offered three final transfer positions 
would determine who would compete 
in the 25-lap National, and the action 
was surprisingly limited. 

Springsteen and Undo Racing's 
Brett Landes battled for the lead 
throughout the first semi, but Ronnie 
Jones stole their thunder with only 
two laps to go and nabbed the win 
aboard his Loral Lake Racing Honda. 
Springsteen was a close second, while 
Landes was third. 

Hale took control early in semi two, 
but could do little to fend off the 
charges of Rookie of the Year candi- 
date Kenny Coolbeth. The rookie rode 
like a seasoned veteran as he raced 
away with the win aboard his Gardner 
Racing Harley, edging out Hale and 
Team WFO's Joe Kopp. Best known as 
a speedy Castle Rock TT regular, Kopp 
was excited to qualify for his first-ever 
750cc National. 

The third and final heat looked to 
be all Carr's, but Erion Racing's Larry 
Pegram put on a tremendous charge in 
the closing laps that saw him sneak up 
and steal the win. Carr was a close sec- 
ond, while a heated battle raged over 
the third and final transfer position. 
Matt Wait, Kevin Varnes and Billy 
Herndon argued over the position, 
and in the end it was Wait and his 
Modesto Harley-Davidson-sponsored 
machine taking the spot. 


883 NATIONAL 
A sparse turnout of Harley-David- 








son 883 National entries saw all 17 
entrants compete in the 15-lap Nation- 
al. Jess Roeder and James Hart topped 
the two heat races that served only as 
start position contests. 

At the start of the race, Roeder led 
the way aboard his Boswell's Harley, 
with Hart, Matt Wait and Dog Beattie 
in tow. Roeder controlled the first four 
laps, but things fell apart for the son of 
the legendary George Roeder Sr. on 
lap five. Exiting turn two, Roeder lost 
control of his street bike and was 
thrown to the ground. The red flag 
halted the race, and minus the unin- 
jured Roeder, the field lined up for a 
single-file restart. Hart led the next 
three laps before Joe Winston III - like 
Roeder - parted ways with his 883 in 
turn two. During the delay that fol- 
lowed, three-time Grand National 
Champion Jay Springsteen could be 
heard shouting to officials through his 
helmet, "Let's call this damn thing! 
There's a slick spot in turn two that's 
really gonna hurt someone." 

Despite Springsteen's objections, 
the race was again restarted, this time 
for good. This time, Beattie came to 
life and motored to the front of the 
pack aboard his GP Racing/Klotz/ 
Dunlop /Motion Pro/Parents/Axo/IM 
Leathers/Shoei/Action Accessories- 
sponsored, John Parker-tuned 883. 


Beattie, the brother of multi-time 
Canadian National Champion Steve 
Beattie, swapped the lead with Hart 
throughout the remaining laps before 
performing the final draft-pass on the 
last lap. The 17-year-old enjoyed a 
three-bikelength lead at the checkered 
flag over Hart, while series point 
leader Scott Stump finished a distant 
third. 

"This is awesome," said and excited 
Beattie. "I got it all figured out in the 
last three laps. I ran as hard as I could 
the last lap and it all worked out." 

With two rounds remaining, Stump 
has realistically wrapped up the 883 
National Championship, as he enjoys 
an insurmountable lead over Hart. 
Stump boasts 147, while Hart has 99. 
Jason Fletcher sits second with 125, 
but after suffering serious injuries at 
the Oklahoma City Half Mile, will 
miss the remainder of the series.

tail. Carr suffered a miserable start, 
and completed the first lap in about 
12th. 

Poovey slipped in the sketchy sec- 
tion of turn two, and Morehead wasn't 
very happy with his style. 

^He was really pushing it," said 
Morehead. "He slid both wheels into 
me in turn two, so down the back 
straight I squeezed his arm and point- 
ed my finger at him. It must have psy- 
ched him out, because I didn't see him 
after that." 

Actually, Poovey suddenly found 
himself struggling with an injury of 
old. ^I hit a slick spot in turn two and 
the jerking popped my left shoulder 
out of socket," said Poovey. "I was 
surprised, because it hasn't popped 
out in about four years. It went back 
in, but then it kept coming back out - 
on the straightaway even!” 

Poovey stayed near the front of the 
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pack for a few laps, but eventually 
pulled off when the pain became 
unbearable. 

By lap five, Carr had raced through 
the field and joined the lead pack of 
Morehead, Parker and Atherton. 
About 10 bike lengths back, Hale, 
Camlin and Durelle argued over fifth. 
Slowly but surely, Camlin broke free 
of Hale and Durelle and began to close 
in on the leaders. Camlin’s great cor- 
ner speed was obvious, and he joined 
the lead quartet on lap 10. 

“I wanted to get in there with the 
leaders,” said Camlin. “I got such a 
bad start - them guys know what's up 
with the starts, don't they? Actually, it 
may have been good that I got a bad 
start. If I was up front I might have 
burned up my tire." 

Lap 15 marked the beginning of 
Carr's demise. Parker led Morehead, 
Atherton, Carr and Camlin across the

out a comfortable five-bikelength lead 
that he would maintain to the finish. 
Morehead barely edged Camlin for 
second. 

“1 came into this race knowing that 
I had to win, and that's what I did," 
said Parker. "I didn't even know that 
Chris had dropped out, but Morehead 
signalled it to me on the cool-off lap. I 
thought, ‘Hot damn! I'm back in the 
hunt!” 

“I got really close to Scotty in the 
last turn, but I broke loose coming out 
of four,”. said Morehead. “I could have 
maybe run it in hard and low and 
stuffed him going in, but I decided to 
try and draft him. It didn’t work.” 

Atherton was a lonely fourth, while 
Durelle got the better of Jones and 
Coolbeth for fifth. Springsteen, Hale 
and Pegram rounded out the top 10, 
while Landes and Wait were the only 
two remaining finishers. 

“This was my first National main 
event,” said Wait, who lives in nearby 
Lodi, California. “Sacramento is like 
my hometown event.

line in close formation, but the lead 
pack would soon be reduced to four 
when Carr began to slow.

| E been six years since Jimmy Filice has

thrown a leg over a dirt track motorcycle, but 

that didn’t stop the amiable 31-year-old from 
donning his steel shoe at the Sacramento Mile. In 
the years since he left the AMA Grand National 
Championship Series, Filice has made a success- 
ful transition into road racing - racking up 20 
250сс National wins en route to a pair of AMA 
250сс Grand Prix Championships in ‘91 and "93, 
while also winning the United States Grand Prix 
in 1988. Despite his complete domination of the 
“93 AMA 250cc series, a ride failed to materialize 
for the all-time winningest 250cc National racer, 
and he found himself idle when the ‘94 series 
began. i 

“I haven't been doing much racing lately," 
said Filice, who earlier in the year contested the 
Spanish Ducados Cup road race series and selected rounds of the 250cc World 
Championship Series. “I сыны "What the hell? There's a race going on down the 
street from my house and there's no reason that I shouldn't гасе И.” said Filice, who 
calls nearby Modesto, California, home. 

During his "active" Grand National career, Filice racked up four Grand National 
wins - one half mile and three miles - the last three coming aboard the Harley- 
Davidsons of engine-builder Eddie Adkins. 

“1 called Eddie up on the Monday before the race and asked his if I could ride,” 
said Filice. ^He was happy to provide a bike for me, and here I am." 

Filice competed aboard Rodney Farris’ back-up machine, with the number 922 on 
the number plates. Though he looked a bit shaky in the first practice session, Filice 
quickly settled into an impressive pace. | 

Filice finished fifth in his heat race, and battled with the likes of Ronnie Jones, Jay 
Springsteen, Brett Landes and Will Davis in his semi. Filice sat in qualifying posi- 
tion through parts of the semi, but eventually pulled off the track on Ше penulti- 
mate lap. 

“We were trying all sorts of stuff to get the bike set up for me,” said ЕШсе. “The 
suspension and frame geometry were a bit off, but I was really happy with the way 
things went. It's been a long time since I had to start like that! In the semi, we were 
trying some new shock springs, and they were bouncing me all over the place. I fig- 
ured that I had my share of fun, and I should pull off before I got tossed or some- 
thing," 

"Jimmy needs to gain about 30 pounds to make that bike work right," joked 
Adkins, who was delighted to have him back in his pits. "I've been telling Jimmy all 
along that he's welcome to come back for a ride. I'm glad that he finally took me up 
on it."

| Round 13: Argentine Grand Prix

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BUENOS AIRES, ARGENTINA, SEPT. 25 
ew World Champion Michael 
N Doohan defied his own predic- 
tions of doom at the "too slip- 
pery" resurfaced Municipal Autodrome 
of Buenos Aires to take a commanding 
victory at the first Argentine Grand Prix 
since 1987. 
Earlier the Australian had said: "It 
looks like someone dumped a beach on 
the track," adding, "We won't be able to 
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race on Sunday, just ride around. Who- 
ever leads into the first corner will win." 
In fact, he was fourth into turn one - but 
he won convincingly anyway. 

The track layout, revised since the 
last visit, won general approval, though 
it has rather too many slow corners. The 
surface was the problem. But though 
several efforts at cleaning the sand and 
an extraordinary number of oil spills on 
the 2.697-mile track had hardly 
improved the grip, Doohan outbraked 
early leader John Kocinski, then picked 
off second front-runner Doug Chandler,

to power away to his ninth win of his 
triumphal season. It was his 19th career 
win, one more than Wayne Gardner, 
making him the most successful Aus- | 
tralian 500cc GP racer of all time. 

Chandler hung on to second, his best 
result in two years. "Maybe he was a lit- 
tle timid after he came by, but he could | 
do that speed consistently and I was | 


making little mistakes, so I decided to 
calm down and run my own speed," 
Chandler said. 

Chandler's Cagiva teammate Kocins- 
ki ran straight at one corner, rejoining in 
fifth to fight his way back to third. It 
was the first time ever that Cagiva has 
claimed two rostrum places. 

Lucky Strike Suzuki's Kevin 
Schwantz was in attendance, to watch 
his bikes get handed to teammate Alex 
Barros and to temporary Lucky Strike 
rider Sean Emmett. The Briton made a 
good fist of his first works-bike ride and 
first outing on Michelin tires, improving 
every time out, and finishing a career- 
best 10th. But he was beaten by on-form 
Yamaha privateer Jeremy McWilliams, 
eager for revenge after being overlooked 
for the ride. 

Emmett had held off Daryl Beattie on 
the Marlboro Yamaha, before the Aus- 
tralian pulled in with only three laps 
left, complaining that his tires were so 
bad it was dangerous. It was his seventh 
non-finish of a dire season following the 
1993 GP winner's switch from Honda. 

The revived event, the only Latin 
American round this season, began with 
universal complaints about the slippery 
track, which hardly improved as several 
service vehicles dropped more oil on it. 
Then rain was forecast, with riders and 
tire technicians alike predicting wet 
weather would make the track unride- 
able. 

Surprisingly, there were very few 

crashes in practice. Then, on race day, 
the clouds lifted, a fairly respectable 
30,000 fans arrived, and were treated to 
a feast of superlative GP racing includ- 
ing the culmination of Kazuto Sakata's 
masterly first 125cc World Champi- 
onship. You could almost hear a general 
sigh of relief that it had all gone smooth- 
ly. 
= The day began with ап excellent 
250cc race, clearly won by the forgotten 
man of the championship Tadayuki 
Okada on the Kanemoto Honda. Earlier, 
he had been disputing the lead with 
Marlboro Pileri Honda's Loris Capirossi 
before the Italian dropped back, still 
troubled by painful hand injuries. 
Capirossi finished fifth, ending all hopes 
of a 250cc title. 

^AII stories have to end some time. 
Mine ended today," he said philosophi- 
cally. 

Chesterfield Aprilia's Jean-Philippe 
Ruggia and Yamaha France's Tetsuya 
Harada were also with the leading 
group, but title leader Max Biaggi and 
the Chesterfield Aprilia came through 
from a slow start to finish with a bril- 
liant last-lap tussle between him and 
Harada, each finding creative new 
places to pass at a supposedly "one- 
line” circuit, with Biaggi taking second 
by less than three-tenths. He retained 
his title lead, but Okada is now within 
eight points, with one race left. 

The other star of the race was Kenny 
Roberts Jr., who triumphed in a fierce 
fight with Chesterfield Aprilia's Jean- 
Michel Bayle and HB Honda's Ralf 
Waldmann to claim a career-best sixth - 
on his Rainey Marlboro Yamaha. 

Front-row qualifier Doriano Rom- 
boni missed the race after hurting his 
hand in a morning warm-up crash on 
his HB-backed Honda NSR250. 

Semprucci Krona Aprilia's Kazuto 











Sakata secured his first 125сс World 
Championship after crashing twice in 
practice, with a safe and steady ninth 
place. This meant he missed the fiercest 
battle of the day - a breathtaking last-lap 
confrontation between 34-year-old vet- 
eran Jorge Martinez on his Cepsa Yama- 
ha and Noboru Ueda's Givi Honda. The 
lead changed hands five times on the 
last lap, culminating in a do-or-die fair- 
ing-bashing attack by Martinez in the 
last corner that gave him victory by half 
a second. It was Yamaha's first 125 win 
since 1974, and his 37th. 


500cc GRAND PRIX 


The front-row Cagivas leapt away to 
lead into turn one in formation with 
Kocinski ahead. At this stage Luca 
Cadalora was third on the Marlboro 
Yamaha and Doohan fourth, but the 
Italian immediately commenced losing 
ground, blaming a lack of front-tire grip 
for his inability to fight. 

Kocinski stayed in control for the 
first two laps, but he was already having 
trouble with a lack of grip, and when his 
teammate Chandler attacked into the 
first corner at the start of lap three he 
was unable to resist, and one lap later he 
succumbed to Doohan at the same 
place. 

Chandler had a lead of almost a sec- 
ond, but Doohan quickly reduced it to 
nothing, and repeated his turn-one 
move at the start of lap six. He was 
never headed, drawing steadily ahead, 
looking smooth and comfortable to win 
by a commanding 8.7 seconds. 

“The track is different every time we 
go out, so I didn't know what to 
expect," Doohan said. "I only knew it 
would be greasy. But I found a comfort- 
able pace, and I could have run that 
speed all day. My only worry was that 
somebody else might be able to run 
faster! I was worried about the Cagivas, 
but in the end, the Honda and the 
Showa suspension were kinder to the 
tires. That made the difference." 

Becoming modesty after a clear win 
befitting a World Champion. 

Chandler tried to match his pace, and 
felt he could do so - but not consistently. 
^He was smooth and I was making little 
mistakes." He too was never challenged 
again, and continued to his best-ever 
result since he joined Cagiva two years 
ago. 

Kocinski had a lot more drama. 
Lying third and hoping to improve, he 
outbraked himself going into the first 
corner, and was forced to take to the 
escape road. By the time he rejoined he 
was almost 2.5 seconds behind the next 








pair of Hondas, Alberto Puig and 
Shinichi Itoh, and it took him five laps 
to get back ahead, by which time Chan- 
dler was out of reach. 

"I don't really know what hap- 
pened,” he said. “I guess it's the way the 
surface changes. We thought we had 
found some really good tires, but after 
20 laps they had no grip at all. At one 
point I thought about stopping to ask 
my mechanics what was wrong with 
them." 

Itoh and Puig continued scrapping, 
the Japanese rider finally getting ahead 
on lap 17. "It was hard," Itoh said. "He 
was so late on the brakes, then he would 
slow me up in the corners. Because of 
my hand injury (from Brno) I couldn't 
brake hard enough to attack him." 

Once past, however, Itoh drew slow- 
ly clear to claim fourth by some four 
seconds. Puig, meanwhile, was facing a 
return of his painful arm problem, and 
decided it would be better to finish than 
to risk crashing. 

There was a good dice behind for the 
first half of the race: four riders piled up 
high behind Alex Barros (Lucky Strike 
Suzuki) as the currently lackluster 
Brazilian lost ground on those ahead. 

First in the group was his temporary 
teammate Emmett, riding one of 
Schwantz's bikes with the alternative 
rear suspension system, and challenging 
strongly. Later he cursed himself for not 
trying to overtake, while Lucky Strike 
Suzuki team manager Garry Taylor did 
the same in the pits for not having 
instructed Emmett to pass his teammate 
if he could. 

"I was going a second a lap slower. 
when I got stuck behind Barros, but I 
just didn't know how the team or the 
sponsors would feel if I did go by," the 
Briton said. He stayed dutifully behind 
until the 12th lap, his concentration ruf- 
fled and his rhythm unsettled, so that 
when he did finally go by under braking 
he immediately ran wide, and slipped 
back behind not only Barros but also 
Cadalora and Alex Criville. 

Now the group started to break up, 
with Cadalora finding his way by Barros 
on the 15th lap, and moving slowly 
ahead in a lonely sixth. Criville, also 
below par from hand injuries, took six 
more laps to get past the Suzuki, and 
was unable to get clear. In fact, both 
closed up slightly on Cadalora, his front 
tire getting worse, towards the finish. 
On the last lap, Barros managed to get 
back ahead of Criville briefly, only to 
run onto the dirt, lucky to slot in behind 
to take eighth. 

Emmett had now run into wheelspin 








problems, but was able to fend off the 
close attentions of Beattie. Then, three 
laps from the end the Yamaha rider had 
one big slide too many on his fading 
tires, and pulled into the pits rather than 
crash, hardly impressing his team since 
there was such a short distance remain- 
ing.

Yamaha-mounted privateer Jeremy 
McWilliams was having another excel- 
lent race, and had escaped from Niall 
Mackenzie's Roc - the Scotsman up and 
down as his slickshift mechanism kept 
cutting his ignition at awkward 
moments. Now McWilliams closed on 
Emmett and passed him with two laps 
left. Emmett fought back, but while 
wheelspin slowed his run onto the 
straight, McWilliams got a strong drive 
and blew by him again, taking ninth by 
just over a second. 

Mackenzie was 11th, comfortably 
clear of Bernard Garcia, his brother 
Marc, Laurent Naveau, and 125cc rider 
Neil Hodgson (on Emmett's vacant Shell 
Harris Yamaha), who thus claimed the 
first point in a two-year GP career in his 
first 500 outing ever. 

There were two crashers among 10 
non-finishers. Briton Kevin Mitchell fell 
on the first lap, and was loaded onto a 
wooden stretcher, although not serious- 
ly hurt. Then the stretcher snapped in 
two as they lifted him into the ambu- 
lance. One lap later, countryman John 
Reynolds (Padgett Yamaha) crashed 
heavily without injury after running off- 
line onto the slippery stuff. 

The title question now concerns sec- 
ond place, with Doohan way ahead with 
297 points - the highest score ever in the 
World Championship, and still count- 
ing. Non-starter Schwantz has 169, 
Kocinski 156, Cadalora 149, Puig 143, 
Itoh 141 and Criville 131. 


250cc GRAND PRIX 


Okada led a tight pack through the 
first bends, with countryman Nobuatso 
Aoki crashing his Jha Honda on the sec- 
ond corner in the middle of the rabble, 
luckily without getting hurt or bringing 
anybody else down. He rejoined, lean- 
ing over the front to rip away a section 
of broken fender. Andy Preining also 
collided with another rider and went 
off, ending his race. 

Biaggi was in the thick of the crowd, 
finishing lap one in 10th, with his work 
cut out if he was to catch the leaders. 

By the end of the second lap, 
Capirossi was on Okada's back wheel 
and it looked as though they might 
break away. But Ruggia had other ideas,

and gradually closed up, bringing Hara- 
da with him (through from seventh on 
lap one) to make a pack of four up front 
by lap four. Bayle was delaying the pur- 
suit, and Biaggi working through fierce- 
ly, now sixth but suffering as the gap 
between the groups opened up. Then it 
looked even worse as Ralph Waldmann 
nipped in front of him, Preparing his 
own attack on Bayle's Chesterfield 
Aprilia. 

Capirossi took the lead on lap six and 
held it for five more laps. Then Okada, 
feeling threatened by Ruggia’s increas- 
ingly close attention, decided it was 
time to make his move. He took to the 
front again on lap 12, and proceeded to 
pull away smoothly and certainly, to 
win by better than five seconds. 

Now Ruggia was ahead of Capirossi, 
and Harada was looming on his back 
wheel, the Japanese rider's tactics again 
looking exemplary as he kept the pres- 
sure on while saving his own strength 
and tires. Meanwhile, Biaggi had gotten 
by Waldmann on lap eight, and was 
slashing chunks off a gap of almost 
three seconds so that by lap 14 he was 
also part of the group, and moving 
through steadily. Capirossi was back 
ahead of Ruggia on lap 15, and Biaggi 
promptly powered past the Frenchman 
one lap later to take second. 

The heat was too much for Capirossi. 
At the end of the back straight on the 
next lap he left his braking until too late 
and didn't have the strength in his hand 
to recover the situation. He ran wide, 
and dropped straight to fifth, out of 
touch and out of hope. 

The final act in the drama came as 
the checkered flag drew near. Harada 
really did look the master of the situa- 
tion, having waited until now to give 
everything. His first attack was actually 
on lap 20, trying to outbrake Biaggi into 
turn one - and it was flawed. He lost the 
front and almost crashed, but recovered 
for his last effort. 

It came at the first left-hander, the 
second real corner, a place where 
nobody had overtaken anyone all week- 
end. The blue Yamaha slipped cleanly 
inside the black Aprilia, and that might 
have been that. But while the Japanese 
bike had a clear handling advantage, 
Biaggi had power and heroism on his 
side. He used them to force his way past

worth mentioning, in spite of continuing complaints 

that the track was very treacherous off the racing 
line. As is often the case, the worst moans came from the 
fastest riders, which makes sense because if they were 
going slower they wouldn't be sliding around so much. 

Winner of what became a fierce contest in the last ses- 
sion was John Kocinski, his first pole since the first two 
races this year, but achieved by a substantial margin of 
seven-tenths over Michael Doohan. 

Kocinski was as unrevealing as usual, saying: ^We 
stayed conservative with the bike, and worked through 
the tires for the race," he said. Adding, in spite of the 
improving times: ^I don't think the surface continued to 
improve the way it did in the earlier sessions. I think it 
got worse, with oil on the track and cement dust on that, 
You had to avoid the oil and the guys cleaning it up." 

His position reflected the nature of the track, where 
tight corners as well as the unpredictable surface worked 
against the more accelerative machines, while the Cagi- 
va's faithful handling helped to stay accurate on the nar- 
row available line. 

Doohan was a steadfast critic of the surface, though 
he liked the track, finding several points of interest. One 
is a fast swerve at the end of the lap, braking from sixth 
to fourth and diving left over a brow and immediately 
into a fast right. The bike needed a lot of suspension 
travel there, but dialing this in left it unsettled elsewhere, 
and he was still looking for the right compromise. He 
was also caught out by carburetion problems that pre- 
vented his planned bid for pole in the closing minutes, 
and was still working on finding a tire that would slide 
consistently. “At least tire wear won't be a problem," he 
said dryly. ^They're not wearing." 

With a lot of focus on the need for a good start on a 
one-line track with few passing places, Luca Cadalora 
was also happy to have secured the front row, placing a 
close third after leading for much of the last session. He 
was on the ragged edge as he tried to get it back, and 
happy with the latest Dunlops after finding a good com- 
bination on Saturday. But he was having trouble braking 
for the track's four very slow corners, where some 
(though not all) riders were using first gear. “There are a 
couple of places where I can't turn the bike until I'm off 
the brakes," he said. 

On the far end of the front row was Doug Chandler 
on the second Cagiva, the first time all year they have 
had a pair up there. In fact Chandler had held pole for 
the first half of the last session, continuing to improve his

Row two was led by Shinichi Itoh, clearly focused on 
aiming for a rocket start. "We'll be queuing up for the 
slow corners, and the leaders will get away.” 

Alberto Puig pushed his way up alongside him in the 
closing minutes, displacing Alex Barros as he claimed 
sixth. The Spaniard didn’t look comfortable, and admit- 
ted: “I prefer faster tracks.” 

Barros’ case was interesting after his steady erosion of 
form over the last few races. Now he was not only using 
one of Schwantz’s bikes, with slightly different chassis 
settings, but also had switched to Schwantz’s crew chief. 
He found the steering quicker and the chassis more com- 
municative than the direction he has been following with 
his own crew, which seemed to be enough to boost his 
confidence, probably more important than nuances of 
geometry. 

Daryl Beattie concluded the row, also gaining 
strength and looking more aggressive as his own recov- 
ery from injury proceeds. He was one who used interme- 
diates on day one and a hand-cut slick on Saturday. 
“We've been struggling with the front pushing,” he said. 
“What works for Luca doesn't work for me, because our 
bikes are a lot different in settings." 

Row three was led by Jeremy McWilliams, the Irish 
private Yamaha rider a revelation over the last two races 
as he moves clearly ahead of the privateer average. The 
improvement was the result, he said, of stopping taking 
advice from others, and riding the bike his own way. 
Rather than trying to spin and slide, he is instead going 
for high corner speed and lots of revs, and along with 
much aggression it paid dividends. He was up to fourth 
more than once during the sessions, and still well-placed 
in a close batch including some works bikes. 

Alex Criville was alongside, the Spaniard wearing a 
dressing on injured left hand after his U.S. GP practice 
crash. With a fracture and tendon damage, he was far 
from strong, having trouble changing direction, as well 
as under braking, when his familiar front-tire chatter 
would rattle the injury painfully. 

Then came Sean Emmett, punting his ex-Schwantz 
Suzuki round with an impressive combination of safety 
and steady improvement. The temptation to try too hard 
must have been considerable, but while he was still far 
from familiar with the bewildering choice of Michelins 
after racing only Dunlops, he was moving steadily in the 
right direction, improving every session to cut better 
than three seconds off from day one to day two, and 
promising more on Sunday. 

John Reynolds completed row three, having been 
placed higher at a track that clearly suits British short- 
circuit scratchers. He ended up three-tenths ahead of the 
usual top privateer Niall Mackenzie, who led row four 
from Jean Jeandat, Bernard Garcia, Laurent Naveau, and 
local Wild Card Nestor Amoroso. 

All 31 entrants qualified; among them 125 rider Neil

again, and to fend off another steadfast 
attack from Harada three corners from 
the end, winning second place by just 
over a quarter of a second. 

“In the last few laps I was sliding 
around like crazy,” said Biaggi. “I even 
broke the screen with my head. That 
was a tough race, and the next one will 
y be hard. I won at Barcelona last year on 
a Honda with Michelins, and that is 


Ruggia was less than one second 
behind, a little down on power, he said, 
but happy after a strong and enjoyable 
race. Then came Capirossi, another 
seven seconds adrift by the finish. 

By then, the next group was within | 
six seconds - and Roberts was at the | 
head of it. Until then Bayle had been 
making the pace, and Waldmann was 
with them until the last couple of laps; 
but the young American was right on 
form and his bike handling well. When 
Bayle had a big slide on the last lap the 


Luis D'Antin prevailed in a race-long 
battle for ninth with Carles Checa, 
works Honda overtaking kitted RS with 
only three laps left. A full 20 seconds 
back came Wilco Zeelenberg, who had 
been duelling the whole afternoon with 
Juan Borja. At the end they both caught 
Adrien Bosshard, and while Zeelenberg 
got past, the Spaniard didn't, the trio 
crossing the line in just over one second. 

Biaggi's title lead had shrunk to just 
eight points over Okada, promising a 
thrilling finale in Barcelona in two 
weeks. The Italian has 209 points to 
Okada's 201; Capirossi 179, Romboni 
154, Waldmann 147 and Ruggia 139. 
Much change is still possible. 


125cc GRAND PRIX 


The lead changed hands five times in 
a heart-stopping last lap of the fiercest 
| race of the day, if not the year, with vet- 
eran former champion Jorge Martinez's 
Team Aspar Yamaha taking the flag by 
less than four-tenths of a second. 

Nobbie Ueda's Givi Honda weaved 
across the line on his tail, with rising 
Italian Aprilia star Stefano Perugini 
another second away, awestruck after a 


Hodgson in 22nd on Emmett's bike, and Juan Lopez- 
Mella last after breaking his arm in the USA. 

As the best-planned things sometimes degenerate into 
farce, practice for the 250cc Grand Prix did the opposite. 
After a tentative start with many complaints about the 
slippery track, the last 15 minutes were thrill-a-minute, 
with a fierce contest for the front row illustrated by the 
fact that Kenny Roberts Jr. dropped from second to sev- 
enth, while Max Biaggi moved from 12th to second, but 
ended up third. 

So hot was the pace at that stage that Loris Capirossi, 
having already secured pole by an impressive seven- 
tenths, managed to run off the track, very lucky not to 
fall, after getting into a corner too hot and running wide 
onto the marbles. By that stage, Doriano Romboni had 
already crashed - unhurt, since, like most of the relative- 
ly few get-offs, it was at one of the many low-speed 
bends. He crashed again in warm-up the next morning, 
and this time did hurt his hand badly enough to be out 
of the race. 

There was still a big question mark over Capirossi's 
injured hand and his ability to go full race distance. Not 
that it slowed him down, but he was concerned. “It’s 
hard to predict how it will react. If I can break away and 
keep my rhythm it may be okay," he said. 

The focus remained on the battle between him and 
Biaggi, and the pair had one close encounter with luckily 
no serious consequences. But just to remind everyone of 
the true title position, Tadayuki Okada moved smoothly 
and unobtrusively through in the closing stages to claim 
second place. “Everything is really good," he said. “I 
only did a little fine tuning. I’m ready to race, and very 
relaxed." 

Not so Biaggi, showing the pressure mainly by his 
fraught reaction to the track, and by going fast only in 
the closing stages. “If we're in a big group, it will be a 
risky race," he said. "The bike is good enough, but not 
the track." 

Romboni was fourth, but after his race-morning 
injury his place on the front row went to Jean-Philippe 
Ruggia's Aprilia. All times were very close except for 
Capirossi's, so that second to 12th were all within the 
same second. Ruggia complained of rear suspension 
problems - all three Chesterfield Aprilia riders were 
playing about with a big selection of different 
swingarms, but he said: “As soon as you open the throt- 
tle it slides." 

Tetsuya Harada was alongside, and complaining only 
a little. A "handling" circuit suits both the Yamaha and 
the rider, and he was again looking like a serious threat, 
sixth overall but less than four-tenths slower than sec- 
ond-placed Okada. 

And next to him, Kenny Roberts Jr. with a really 
strong showing in only his third race of the year and ear- 
lier threatening a front-row start after tucking in behind 
Capirossi for a good tow. Some said it was because the 
circuit is similar to many in the USA - tight and slippery. 
"Maybe so,” he said. “I think it’s more because we've 
done a few things to the bike that have worked, and I’m 
beginning to feel really confident on it."

Almost half a minute behind, Kazuto 
Sakata cruised home a cautious ninth - 
enough to secure the world title for the 
Japanese rider, who had crashed twice 
in practice. He tearfully joined the top 
three on the rostrum, saying: “I had no 
idea I would feel so emotional.” 

Martinez was as thrilled as a teenag- 
er with his 37th GP win. “On the last lap 
I was prepared to crash or win,” said the 
34-year-old Spaniard. “For Yamaha, it’s 
the reward for two years’ hard work.” 

Amazing young Spaniard Emili 
Alzamora's Marlboro Honda led the 
first lap, his first time ever up front; and 
he stayed in touch as a fierce four-bike 
battle developed, the lead changing

back and forth between him, Martinez, 
Perugini and his teammate Gianluigi 
Scalvini. 

They were frequently two or three 
abreast in the corners, with Alzamora 
making up for a lack of power with 
ultra-daring braking. 

Pole qualifier Ueda, meanwhile, had 
started slowly, 10th at the end of lap 
one, but was picking his way through to 
the front so that by half distance it was a 
five-bike battle. 

The Japanese rider took control seven 
laps from the end, but as he powered 
away Martinez took up station inches 
from his back wheel, waiting to pounce, 
leaving the other three to slow each 
other with their relentless battle. 

Ueda had a power advantage, Mar- 
tinez better brakes and handling, and 


Martinez moved ahead on the first cor- 
ner of the last lap. Ueda powered past on 
the back straight, Martinez dived inside 
again at the next bend, and now there 
seemed no more overtaking chances left. 
But Ueda found one, three corners from 
the end, only to be flabbergasted when 
Martinez promptly forced back under- 
neath him at the last tight bend. 

Perugini had escaped from his two 
rivals and almost caught up in the last 
lap, only to run wide and lose touch 
again, still comfortably third. Scalvini 
and Alzamora were fourth and fifth, 
scrapping to the end. 

Dirk Raudies eventually prevailed 
over Takeshi Tsujimura (both Hondas) 
for sixth, with Tokudome leading a six- 
bike group over the line in pursuit - 
Sakata, Giro, Prein, Aoki and Oettl, the 








last named running off the track twice in 
the process. 

With Sakata unassailable on 215 
points, Ueda's second gave him a boost 
in their battle for second overall. He now 
leads Tsujimura 184 points to 177, with 
Oettl on 140, Raudies 137 апа Martinez 
135 in the battle to be top European. €N

Always controversial, the Argentine GP defied all predictions. of 
cancellation, but lived up to most people's fears, with several 
delays through the weekend at a track with dilapidated facilities 
and service, and a worrying new circuit surface that started off 
| slippery, then had more oil-and diesel dumped on it by service 


technicians and riders: In the end, the races went off smoothly, 
with: few crashes and no serious injuries; and the weather was 
warm and sunny. But it was by the skin of their teeth, and with 
criticism of the organizers. coming from every quarter, a return 
visit next year is far from certain. The track design, substantially 
reprofiled in parts and completely resurfaced since the last visit 
in 1987, won general approval both on grounds of safety and in 
being interesting and enjoyable, although four first-gear corners 
make it rather tight for 500s. The surface problems were 
twofold. Firstly, it was very “green”, with no wear, oils still rising; 
and no rubber laid down by previous use. Secondly, there were 
the spillages. On Friday, an ambulance left à spoor of oil as it 
toured the track. The high-pressure cleaning machine that came 
to clear up опіу:Іеакеа more oil itself; then on Saturday 500 
practice was delayed by almost an hour because of a big-time 
spillage of diesel on one turn by a truck taking lunch to the mar- 
‘shals. 





Aprilia factory tester Marcellino Lucchi had come to Argentina 
less than two weeks earlier in an attempt to give Max Biaggi an 
edge on gearbox and chassis settings, and found the slick-yet- 
bumpy surface so slippery. that. he was unable even to get his 
knee down. After that, the whole track was sandblasted, which 
brought fresh problems. As Michael Doohan said: "The racing 
line is okay, but a few feet off it looks as though somebody's 
. dumped a beach. If you get in too hot or go off line, the front just 
tries to fold. If this was Australia, we-wouldn't ride, but | guess 

| it's different being here. If it doesn't improve, we won't be able to 
race - just ride around.

The GP future of Cagiva remained uncertain in Argentina, with 


_ team boss Giacomo Agostini saying that there should be а deci- 


sion after the last GP at Catalunya in two weeks. Factory owner 
Claudio Castiglioni had denied any plan.to pull out, but there 
are persistent reports from Italy that a withdrawal was а condi- 
tion of a rescue package from a consortium of banks after the 
company ran into cash flow problems earlier this season. Now it 


. seems much depends on John Kocinski. If he stays, inferred 


Agostini, the team survives. If not, they may close down. Kocin- 
ski is known to favor a 1995 title attack on a Honda, which 
would be a formidable force. But it is very unlikely that a bike will 
be forthcoming directly from the factory for the bad boy of rac- 
ing, who has already burned his bridges with Marlboro Yamaha 
апа Lucky Strike Suzuki, and is viewed as a high-risk team 
member. Another possibility would be a leased works bike, with 
Erv Kanemoto or possibly Sito Pons. But Kanemoto, who has 
guided Freddie Spencer, Eddie Lawson and Luca Cadalora to a 
string of world titles, is at his weakest in securing the big-money 
backing he would need, and Pons only got his current Ducados 
backing by hiring Alberto Puig. 


A major fight is brewing both within teams’ association IRTA 
and between them and the major factories and sponsors. It con- 
cerns cost-cutting proposals to limit 250/125 teams to one bike 
per rider. According to chief executive Paul Butler, an IRTA 
committee meeting at Laguna Seca voted unanimously to go 
forward with this plan, the next stage of which would be to put it 
to the Grand Prix Manufacturers’ Association. But there was an 
angry response from several factory team representatives at 
Argentina, who denied that the vote Пад been unanimous, and 
insisted that the rule was being steam-rollered through by IRTA 
mandarins in defiance of factory wishes. "It's crazy," said Carlo 
Pernat, head of the Aprilia team. "We don't want this rule, but 
they are ignoring us." HRC representative lain Mackay agreed. 
"We were under the impression that this was a proposal to go 
before the sporting rules commission, as specified in IRTA's 
own constitution and rules," he. said. “Now they are breaking 
their own rules to push ahead with it against our will. The vote to 
adopt this as a new rule was certainly not unanimous, ав they 
say." The fight threatens to grow to serious proportions, with the 
tisk that manufacturers and sponsors will pull out of the GPs 
altogether. There is already argument over the idea of cutting 
costs for top level racing, rather than investing in finding more 
funds. As one top team manager said: "Porsche lost 50 percent 
of their US sales in the recession, but they didn't start building 


Skodas instead. Preserving the quality of the show is of para- 


‘mount importance.” 


Kevin Schwantz was in Argentina sporting plaster casts on 


both wrists, but walking well in spite of dislocating his hip two 
` weeks before in the U.S. GP. The right wrist has a fractured 
.scaphoid, which has been left to heal naturally. His left wrist, 


injured at Assen and damaged again at every subsequent race, 
is the real problem. Schwantz had surgery the week after the 
U.S. GP, and three bones: were removed from his wrist, includ- 
ing the shattered scaphoid. Earlier they had considered fusing 
some bones, but surgeons opted for removal. “ should have 75 
to 80 percent of movement," said Schwantz. "One good thing is 
that | won't have to. have carpal tunnel surgery. They had 
thought ! would need two operations. Now | should be ready to 
start testing in December." 


What is it with Kevin Schwantz and roses? In 1989 he sent 500 
of the thorny blooms to Argentinian beauty Gabrielle Sabatini to 
console her for her loss of the Wimbledon women singles title; 
now Пе responded to an invitation to the presidential palace in 
Argentina by sending 1000 roses to the president's daughter. 
Schwantz presented president Carlos Menem with a helmet, 
and also mei bis rally-riding son Carlos Junior, as. well as his 
daughter Zulemita, who runs a motorcycle dealership. 


Schwantz's place on the Lucky Strike Suzuki was taken by 


British bright hope Sean Emmett, lerit for the race by his regular 
entrants Shell Team Harris. It was not necessarily a dream tick- 
et, since Emmett had several hurdles to overcome, all under 
severe pressure ofa one- or two-race deal. He had to adapt 
from a Harris Yamaha to a works Suzuki, to ride for the first time 
ever on Michelins, and to give a good account of himself or look 
stupid, all on a track so slippery off the racing line that the regu- 
lar riders - with a full year on their bikes rather than a few hours 
- were all complaining about. "I'm riding the bike as Kevin had it, 
more or less. We're the same size. It feels really good. It's not 
that much quicker than the Harris out of the corners, but once 
the revs get up it really goes fast. The biggest difficulty is the 
tires. 'т used to Dunlops, that you can really abuse; but Miche- 
lins have the reputation that they really grip well, then let go all 
of a sudden. It's probably more the reputation than the feel, but 
I'm nervous of them." 


The most favored by the last-minute deal was British 125cc reg- 
ular Neil Hodgson, who took over Emmett's Shell Harris seat. 
Hodgson is way.too big for 125s and is one of few riders in the 
class never to have scored a point. He redressed the balance at 
Buenos Aires with a safe and steadfast ride to 15th, and one 
point. 


British leather suppliers Frank Thomas had good reason to be 
pleased with having been able to kit Emmett out in Lucky Strike 
Suzuki gear by remote control in a matter of days. Rightly so - 
but for one thing. They copied the wrong design, and the Briton 
was obliged to wear last year's livery rather than this year's. 


Mystery continued to surround a rumoured connection between 
Team Roberts and F-1 Team MaClaren, who share Marlboro 
sponsorship. Team Roberts engineers are reported to have 
been regular visitors to- MaClaren's British headquarters during 
this season, and: many expect the Roberts Yamahas will have 
chassis input from the car men next year. But Roberts himself 
denies any connection. 


Argentina lived up to its shifty reputation, at least for GP. TV 
rights owners Dorna. Even before the meeting began, they had 
а TV camera stolen from their consignment of freight. Many 
people, disgruntled а! having to make: the costly journey to а 
sub-standard track, with. appalling facilities and expensive living 
conditions; felt there was some justice, since the whole fraught 
affair came about largely at the Spanish company's insistence. 


Baby-boom time in the paddock, with both Doug Chandler and 


‘Mick Doohan's:crew chief Jeremy Burgess becoming fathers of 


daughters in the interval after the U.S. GP. Chandler's second 
child has been named Rainee Layne, in honor of his near neigh- 
bor Wayne Rainey. His son is called Jett Wayne. The newborn 
Miss Burgess will be called Lisa Martine. 


Regular bulletins about Scott Doohan kept coming to the en 
dock in Argentina, the news mercifully getting better day by day. 
Mick's elder brother crashed heavily in the AMA U.S. Superbike 
National at Road Atlanta, suffering a number of injuries includ- 
ing deep concussion, his left arm broken in two places, his 
pelvis fractured, a punctured lung, and his internal organs bat- | 
tered. He did regain consciousness after reaching hospital, but 
was put under again because of the internal injuries. However, 
пе was recovering well, said Mick: “The doctors say that he will 
recover completely from the head injuries." 


Injured Spaniard Herri Torrontegui missed the Argentine GP 
after making a brave attempt to ride in the USA. The works 
Semprucci-Krona Aprilia rider, teammate to World Champion- 
elect Kazuto Sakata, Suffered leg and foot injuries in a start-line 
shunt at Brno. Australian Gary McCoy was reported to be trying 
to take over his ride after walking out of his AGV-Attak team; but 
the plan was foiled by Torrontegui's Laguna Seca attempt. 


Spanish 500 privateer Juan Lopez-Mella was sporting a cast 
on his left arm after a strange episode in the USA. He had | 
crashed at Laguna and incurred a slight fracture. After the race, 
driving a rental car, an inspired piece of steering-wheel twirling 
completed the job.

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Round 9: San Marino —

SCARPERIA, ITALY, SEPT. 18 

he San Marino round of the 

World Superbike Championship 

might not have offered too much 
in the way of thrills and excitement on 
the track, but what happened off the 
track certainly shuffled the hierarchy. 
With only two rounds remaining, 
Ducati Corse’s Carl Fogarty has definite- 
ly established himself as the man to 
beat. Castrol Honda’s Aaron Slight and 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Scott Russell, on the 
other hand, lost more valuable points to 
their British rival. 

The gremlins were especially unkind 
to the Muzzy Kawasaki Team. Russell 
was, without a doubt, the fastest man on 
the race track, but he only got half of the 
points he deserved. And his teammate 
Terry Rymer was involved in a nasty 
accident at the start of the first heat. 

The shuffling started a few days 
before the superbike caravan entered 
the gates of the Ferrari-owned Mugello 
race track near the Italian cultural town 
of Florence. For the third time this sea- 
son, the FIM changed the results of the 
Donington Park season opener, and the

provisional point standings. A few 
weeks after the British race, the interna- 
tional federation took away the points 
that Slight and Andreas Meklau had 
scored in both heats in England for 
using illegal fuel. After an appeal by 
both the Castrol Honda team and the 
Promotor team, the two riders were 
reinstated before the East Asian cam- 
paign. And now, a few weeks after 
another official appeal by Virginio Fer- 
rari (the official Ducati team manager) 
and Oriol Puig Bulto (president of FIM’s 
own technical commission), the FIM 
have changed their minds again, and 
have taken away the points from only 
one heat. 

“This decision is very wrong,” an 
understandably disappointed Slight 
said. “The FIM should not have accept- 
ed this latest appeal in the first place; 
unlike with the appeal presented by our 
team earlier, there was no new evidence 
now to change the point table once 
again. The FIM loses all of what is left of 
its credibility in this affair. And it’s pret- 
ty strange that FIM foot the bill for the 
court costs (roughly $30,000), and not 
the so-called offenders...” 

This was not the only surprising 
move in the point standings. On race 
day, the fastest man on the track was 
not Fogarty - as could be expected from 
a Ducati works rider who spends so 
much time on the Mugello track that he 
could probably set lap records with his 
eyes closed. Instead it was Russell who 
was the man to beat on the circuit in the 
Tuscan hills. The Georgian World 
Champion had received the engine he'd 
used to win both races in Japan. But 
simply being the fastest didn’t help Rus- 
sell climb back to the front of the point 
standings. After having recorded an 
uncontested victory in the first heat, 
electrical problems cost him another 20 
points in the second heat. Thus, Fogarty 
is now leading the points table with 255 
points to Slight’s 237 and Russell’s 223. 

Troy Corser's Italian outing is also 
worth nothing. The young Australian 
did exactly what was expected from him 
in the first heat, finishing third behind 
Ducati teammate Fogarty, but in front of 
Honda rival Slight. In the second heat, 
four teeth broke off the Ducati's rear 
sprocket, ending his race prematurely. 


RACE ONE 


For a few hundred yards, Fogarty 
was hopeful of scoring another runaway 
victory - much like his Assen feat. At the 
end of the very long straight, however, 
the Ducati rider - capable more of keep- 
ing a high corner speed than of braking 
very late - had to let Russell go. And 
that, basically, was it as far as the battle 
for victory. The Georgian had put a gap 
on his rival by the end of the first lap, 
and that would only grow until a few 
laps from the end. By the time Russell 
had grabbed the lead, his teammate 
Rymer was already lying on the pave- 
ment. 

"I don't exactly remember what hap- 
pened," the Brit said. "I had a good 
start, but somebody from behind me 
had had an even better start. A few sec- 
onds after the start, I saw him coming 
across the track, and I hit his bike." 
Rymer went down (his third crash that 
weekend) and injured knee ligaments. 
He hoped to be back in action for the 
next race at Donington Park. 

And as the tall Londoner was taken 
to the medical center, the attention of 
the 20,000 spectators focused on the 
fight for second place - behind Russell. 
Fogarty lost second place to Slight at 
exactly the same spot he'd lost the lead 
to Russell. The Brit would, however, 
strike back a few laps later, thanks to the 








































































































better acceleration and top speed of his 
916. At the halfway mark, Russell was 
leading comfortably ahead of Fogarty, 
who also had a small lead over Slight. 
Behind, things were a little rougher, 
with a group consisting of Corser, 
Meklau and Fabrizio Pirovano fighting 
it out for fourth spot. As the race drew 
to a close, Corser escaped from the 
clutches of the two other Ducati riders 
and started inching towards Slight. 
With seven laps to go, Corser passed 
the New Zealander, helping his team- 
mate Fogarty in his points battle with 
Slight. Three laps before the end, the 
final top five was settled. Russell took 


victory in front of Fogarty, Corser, 
Slight and Pirovano. The Italian had 
finally gotten the best of Meklau who 
was riding a Ducati 888. Paolo Casoli, 
James Whitham, Simon Crafar and Pier- 
giorgio Bontempi completed the top 10. 

“Му plan worked out just fine," said 
Russell. “I wanted to get away right 
from the start, because this track is pret- 
ty difficult to pass other riders at some 
places." 

Fogarty said the paying public lost a 
great opportunity to see a direct con- 
frontation between the two rivals: 
“Aaron Slight passed me for a couple of 
laps, and that slowed us down a little.

The bike was still chattering, but I man- 
aged to do with it. After I shook off 
Aaron, I went to catch Scott, but three 
laps before the end I just gave up and 
settled for second.” 

Corser was third: “I took some time 
to get my tires warmed up. Then, I put 
my sights on Aaron, because, at that 
moment, his position was the best I 
could still get. I followed him for a while

ugello has always 

been one of the more 

difficult tracks, with 
the flowing layout of the 
track making your choice of 
racing line essential. A mis- 
take in one corner has far- 
reaching effects on the rest of 
the lap. Hence, the official 
Ducati riders were highly 
favored to take home victory 
- they use the track, which is 
situated only some 50 miles 
from the gates of the Bologna 
factory, almost weekly. For 
that reason, several teams 
(Promotor, VZM, Rumi, etc.) 
had also decided to join HRC during their private practice ses- 
sion some 10 days before the actual race. However, an intensive 
private practice program is not always a cure-all. 

That was quite obvious after the flag had come out to put an 
end to the second and final official practice session on Saturday 
afternoon. Of course, it was Carl Fogarty (above) on pole posi- 
tion, but he was forced by Troy Corser and Scott Russell to up 
the pace in the final minttes as each took a tum at holding pro- 
visional pole position. 

“We've had a lot of problems getting the bike just right,” 
Fogarty said. “The bike is showing its traditional understeering 
problems, and the front is chattering here in a frightening way. 
The first bike proved to be unrideable, and on top of that the 
rear shock seized with 25 minutes to go. I went out on the sec- 
ond bike on what I thought was a ifying tire, but it was on 
a race tire that I managed my best time of 1:56.069. I have done 
better - my personal lap record here is 1:55.6.” 


Second went - surprisingly so considering his recent practice 





(and race) misfortunes - to Russell with a 1:56.142. "We're using 
exactly the same setup that proved so successful in Sugo,” the 
World Champion said. “We got the same engine back from Sugo 
after being fried in Assen and after some serious conversations. 
We put the suspension back to what we had used in Donington, 
and that seemed to work out pretty well on this difficult track. 
The bike accelerates better than the one I’ve used up to now, and 
it’s a lot better getting from one corner to another.” 

Mauro Lucchiari's third best time showed that the Ducati 
test rider also knows his way around the Mugello track - unlike 


. Corser, who created a nice surprise (like in Donington) by 


notching up the fourth-quickest time. 
“My first aim is to help Carl (Fogarty) here,” Corser said. 
“But I'm happy that I can have another go at the big superbike 
boys; this might be an excellent iion for next year, when 
I hope to do the whole series. The bike | use here is different 
from the bike I used at Donington - it's not so wheelie-happy 
and now there's enough traction on the front tire. That really 
helps on this circuit 

Aaron Slight ended up on row two, after a very tough week. 
“Maybe we've tried too new pieces," explained the Kiwi, 
who ended up using only the stiffer front fork from the package 
of new parts. "The biggest problem I've encountered is the 
chai and the und tendency of the bike.” 

In addition, Slight lost precious practice time when he had to 
run-in an engine. Paolo Casoli, Fabrizio Pirovano, Simon Crafar 
and Andreas Meklau ended up on row two, while Doug Polen 
struggled to an eventual 14th-fastest time. The former World : 
Champion also complained about front-end chattering; and he 
also was bothered by an electrical problem (similar to the one 
he encountered in Indonesia) that cost him another 11 minutes 
during the final session. · 

“It was no use trying to make a good time with the other 
bike,” the Texan said about his long stay in the pits. “Only one 
of my bikes had the stiffer forks on it. But what worries me 
most is the fact that the parts that were thought to be faulty in 
Indonesia had been sent back to Japan. Now we encountered 
exactly the same electrical problems with other parts. I hope the 


team finds the reason for it before we go to Donington.” 
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from a safe distance, and in the last min- 
utes I got past him on the straight." 
Slight tried to claw back, and in the last 
few miles he even dove inside of the 
recently crowned AMA Superbike 
Champion in one of the slower corners. 

"Today is an example of what has 
been happening all year," Slight said. 
"The Ducatis are so damn fast, and our 
bike is not completely ready to start 
winning races. I would have been happy 
with third, but because of the lack of 
speed, I had to try and compensate by 
pushing even harder. When I fell off the 
back of Carl, I had to slow down to 
make the bike feel more comfortable. 
Too bad I lost some more points later on 
when Troy got past me." 

His teammate, Doug Polen, didn't 
fare too well due to persistent chattering 
problems, and he finished only 14th. 
“Му bike just didn't go as well as 
Aaron's," Polen said. "The telemetry on 
the bike will confirm that. But the 
biggest problem was, once again, the 
chattering; I will try a different tire (dif- 
ferent construction) for the second heat, 
and hope that will cure the problem." 

Crafar was confronted more or less 
for the first time this season with some 
handling problems - a surprising feat 
considering he's a member of the Honda 
RC45 club. “The front end is chattering 
for the first time this year," the Ohlins- 
equipped-Honda rider said. "I'm still 
lacking confidence in the bike and in 
myself here. I just can't ride the bike as 
aggressively as I would like." 


RACE TWO 


Twenty-six riders had crossed the 
finish line in race one. The following 
heat would, however, be a lot tougher 
on both man and machine. Trouble 
began even before the riders got under- 
way, when Meklau couldn't get his bike 
started. On Sunday evening, the team 
had still not figured out what had 
caused the problem, and it cost the Aus- 
trian his fifth place in the point stand- 
ings. 

When the lights turned green, Fogar- 
ty seemed very desperate to win a race 
in front of the Italian crowd. He led for 
about half a lap, then Russell was all 
over him and once again seemed on his 
way to a comfortable and lonely race to 
victory. An equally uninteresting race 
threatened to develop for Fogarty, who 
could do nothing but try to keep Russell 
in sight. Lucchiari, meanwhile, after

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having an engine problem in the first 
race, circulated in third place. 

At the start of the fourth lap, Casoli 
crashed, and only a few miles later 
Corser ground to a halt. "We've never 
seen anything like this,” Corser said. 
“Four teeth of the rear sprocket had bro- 
ken off. I tried to go on, but the severe 
shocks the rear wheel was put through 
during acceleration persuaded me not to 
push my luck too far. I would like to get 
to Donington next week with myself 
and the bike in one piece.” 

One lap later, 41-year-old Virginio 
Ferrari ended up - for the second time 
over the course of the weekend - in the 
gravel pit, putting an end to his come- 
back to racing. At half distance, nobody 





seemed to be able to get close to Russell 
or to Fogarty. Lucchiari, on the other 
hand, soon had to fend off the attacks of 
Slight, who had escaped from a group of 
six furious riders - Whitham, Jochen 
Schmid, Pirovano, Bontempi, Polen and 
Crafar. 

But, four laps from the end, a big roar 
came from the Italians in the grandstands 
- Russell had just pulled into the pits 
with an engine that sounded very sick. 

“All of a sudden, the engine went 
sour,” Russell explained later. “I 
thought it had something to do with the 
speedshifter, so I went into the pit, cut 
all the cables from the shifter system 
and wet out of again. But after only a 
few hundred yards, I noticed the prob- 





lem hadn't disappeared. I parked the 
bike and went back to the pit. For me, 
the race was over." 

And indeed it was. After being unex- 
pectedly promoted to the lead and well 
on his way to a big points lead, Fogarty 
didn't make any mistakes in the last 
couple of laps. Just when Russell had 
pulled out, Slight had moved in front of 
Lucchiari, who later explained that he 
had suffered from some unexplainable 
power loss in the last couple of laps. 

"I heard the engine making more 
noise as the race went on. I preferred to 
slow down a little and not risk any 
major damage," the Italian said. 

Whitham stayed in front of the pack 
in an exciting final rush to the finish. 





Briefly... 


Ducati brought every one of their race-ready 916s to Mugello...and even 
more. Apart from the "regular" factory riders Carl Fogarty (two bikes), 
Mauro Lucchiari (two), Fabrizio Pirovano (two) and James Whitham 
(two), Ducati had also provided a 916 for Virginio Fertari and two for 
Troy Corser. The bike Corser used on race day was actually the "fresh- 
est" 916 built by Ducati, and the one which will be used as a test proto- 
type. "This bike is an evolution of the one ! róde in Donington," the Aus- 
tralian explained. “It’s a bit easier to keep the front wheel down 
accelerating from a corner. | used the settings of Mauro Lucchiari, who 
had ridden. the bike a few times before | arrived here. Besides that, | 
haven't yet dared to exploit all the possibilities of the bike; with some 
$50,000 worth of telemetry on. it, | wouldn't like to know what happens 
when | crash it." Strangely Andreas Meklau is still waiting for his own 
9165, even though his contract stated that he would have at least one 
from the month of July onward. And finally, Meklau's former tuner (who 
had helped him to win the Austrian round at Zeltweg last year) has 
developed his own 916 racer based on the SP version. 








The 1994 season definitely ends in Australia, but the next World 
Superbike campaign may also begin Down Under. Even though the offi- 
cial calendar isn't expected until November, some basics have become 
known. The séason will comprise 13 races at the most, starting proba- 
bly on April 23 in Australia, followed by round two on May 7 in Hocken- 
heim, Germany. Talks are ongoing as to the inclusion of rounds in 
France, Belgium and the United States. 


According to the Flammini Group, Harley-Davidson applied for an 
entry with the Italian promoter to take part in the Mugello round of the 
series with the. VR1000 Miguel DuDamel has been using. in the AMA 
championship. Sirice the American V-twin has yet to be homologated, 
Flammini preferred not to open the door to specials, and refused the 
entry from Harley. 


Yamaha decided the week after the Assen race to base its official race 
team for next year in Italy, most likely at local importer Belgarda (who 
enter Casoli and Meregalli in this year's championship). No other impor- 
tant decisions have been made, even though American Colin Edwards 
Il has signed an agreement with Yamaha, which is rumored to allow him 
to run in either the AMA or World Championship. If Edwards comes to 
Europe, he might get former Grand Prix rider Paolo Casoli as his tearn- 





. Eurocup. The former Grand Prix star, who had recently become a 





mate in the official team. Yasutomo Nagai now seems to be out of con- 
tention for one of the works bikes, as Yamaha seems to prefer keeping 
him in Japan, where the National Superbike Championship is getting 
more important every year. 


For Italian Piergiorgio Bontempi, his incredible string of bad luck con- 
tinued at Mugello. After the 26-year-old from Ancona secured identical 
machinery to that being used by Scott Russell and Terry Rymer at the 
beginning of the season (a token of Kawasaki's appreciation for the Ital- 
ian's sixth place in the final 1993 point standings), everything seemed to 
go wrong. In Misano, he lost а certain rostrum position when his bike 
broke down on the very last lap; ігі Austria he was severely hampered 
by infected gums; and in Sugo he received a special engine from 
Kawasaki, but not enough time to set up the bike to suit his taste. A few 
days before the Mugello race, his father was involved in a serious traffic 
accident on a motorcycle which may leave him paralyzed. In these diffi- 
cult moral conditions, Bontempi secured 16 points, promoting him to à 
top-10 position in the provisional point standings.

Chili also won the 
race in front of Galasso and Carter. German Thomas Körner finished 
fourth and won the first unofficial European Singles title, seven points 
clear of Cathcart and Dutchman Maurice Bolwerk, who was absent at 
Mugello. 


Giancarlo Falappa didn't show up at Mugello. The Italian, who crashed 
heavily during private practice at the circuit of Albacete in Spain, had 
said in an interview only one week before the San Marino round: “When 
1 come back to a superbike paddock, it will be as a competitor, not as a 
visitor." Falappa, who is allowed to leave the hospital once in a while, 
likes to.spend most of his frée time at Marco Lucchinelli's house. Bal- 
dassare Monti, on the other hand, was in attendance at Mugello. The 
former Team Rumi rider is still recovering from a nearly fatal crash at 
the Isle óf Man. "Sarre" can walk by himself, but still speaks very slowly. 
It is unlikely that he will ever race again. 








Pirovano, Bontempi, Polen, Schmid and 
Crafar finished within one and a half 
seconds of Whitham. Polen had enjoyed 
himself more than during the first race: 
not only did the new tire resolve the 
chattering problem partially, but he also 
was involved in a battle. It all made him 
go a second and a half faster than dur- 
ing the first heat. 

“We made a few alterations to the 
bike after the first heat,” Fogarty said. 
“But around halfway, the bike started to 
move again. I had to push hard to keep 
Scott in sight. But when I saw him 
storming into pit lane, I realized that this 
was going to be a good day for me. Even 
though there is only four more heats left, 
anything can still happen for Scott, 
Aaron and me. If you break down, you 
might lose touch with the two other 
guys. All year long, I’ve worried most 
about Scott - now Aaron is in a more 
threatening position. But wel see what 
happens at Donington and in Australia.” 

Slight isn’t giving up: “The bike has 
already proven to be good at Doning- 
ton. And Neil Tuxworth (manager of the 
team) has said that we will have some 
new stuff for that race. I do wonder, 
however, how we'll perform at Phillip 
Island. That's most likely where the title 
will be won or lost." 

Russell, too, wasn't overly worried: 
"Anything can happen in those four 
heats. Actually, these races are no differ- 
ent than the other ones - I'll try and win 
as many as possible..." с

has a lot on his plate. In addition 

to a new supercross sanctioning 
body that threatens to take control of 
supercross racing in the United States, 
there’s Roger Edmondson’s proposed 
new road racing series - a series that 
plans to run against the existing AMA 
U.S. Superbike Series. 

Suddenly faced with the likelihood 
that there will be competition on both 
fronts, Mueller is faced with a monu- 
mental task as the man on the hot seat 
in AMA racing. 

We directed some questions at 
Mueller during the AMA National at 
Road Atlanta, and also at his office in 
Westerville, Ohio. 

Let’s begin with road racing. Is the 
series Roger Edmondson is trying to 
start a threat to the existing AMA U.S. 
Superbike Series? 

We're so busy right now getting ready 
for 1995, I don’t really feel worried. 
We're just busy trying to do a better job. 
All we've heard this year is where we 
are deficient in a lot of areas. All we've 
heard is that the AMA needs to take 
more leadership, that we've got to do a 
better job. We've been working our asses 
off to bring a better program to 1995. 








This new announcement from Roger 
(Edmondson) confirms the things we'd 
heard rumors about. We're moving 
down the road. We have a meeting with 
the promoters scheduled, and that's 
something we haven't done in years. 
We're going to present our whole pro- 
gram for next year. 

We've had a good conference call 
with Jim France (of Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway). We feel fine about 
that situation. There were no questions 
raised about any problems with run- 
ning our AMA program. We're just 
going to run a good program. I think 
the best way to handle it is to do better. 
If we run a good strong AMA program, 
I don't think we'll be threatened by any 
of this. 

Did it surprise you that the Frances 
were so supportive of Roger and gave 
him the two race dates at Daytona 
International Speedway? 

Not really. Those are traditional dates 
that Roger always had at Daytona. 
Those are the CCS dates prior to Speed- 
week and in the fall. In a phone conver- 
sation I had with France he asked me if 
the issues with Roger were going to 
affect his CCS weekends. I told him no, 
that it wouldn't have any effect on what 
he does with Roger. We were dealing 
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with AMA Pro Racing, not CCS. Now 
he (Roger) is doing more, by adding 
superbike. We'll just have to wait and 
see what kind of field he gets and what 
the event turns out like. We sure can't 
stop him from running superbike 
because there's no agreement between 
us for 1995. 

What exactly happened with the so- 
called "agreement" with Edmondson? 
On April 22, 1994, we all met in Chicago. 
Roger was there, and on our side we 
had, and I don't remember everybody 
who was there, our negotiating team. 
We put this group together to go there 
and talk with Roger because there was a 
lot of stuff up in the air about 1995. We 
walked into the meeting and it was Greg 
Bennett, Roger and Peggy (Edmondson's 
wife), and to our very big surprise, Pat 
Murphy - sitting on Roger's side of the 
table. That was Pat's decision, but I also 
happened to be paying Pat, as well as 
Roger, this year. So there was a problem 
there. He's (Murphy) negotiating on 
Roger's side of the table - that was a little 
difficult for us. We got through it and we 
came out of there with a lot of agree- 
ments and theories. We got a lot of 
things down on paper. 

We got an agreement prepared and 
sent back to them on May 6, and that 
agreement was with what we thought 
the terms should be. We got a reply 
from them that said that Roger didn't 


want just one agreement. He wanted a 
Roger agreement and an RMS agree- 
ment. We didn't even know what RMS 
was. You know how we found out, we 
got a lawsuit filed to us at one point for 
some CCS lawsuit. That happens in 
business and in racing. So the AMA got 
sued and the other party that got sued 
in this lawsuit was АМА /RMS. What in 
the hell was that? Well, we did a search 
and it stands for AMA Race Manage- 
ment Services, and it's another corpora- 
tion that Roger has. Evidently, he's been 
doing business through that for CCS. 
He told us that he wanted a Roger 
Edmondson agreement and an RMS 
agreement. So we did that, we split out 
these two separate agreements, redraft- 
ed them and sent them back. We didn't 
hear back for a while. On May 24th, we 
received another correspondence - 
Roger wanted a death benefit in his 
contract. If he died the full payment of 
this agreement would be paid to his 
heirs. We thought about this and to be 
honest, legally and not emotionally, if 
Roger were to die there goes the no- 
compete. The whole thing we were try- 
ing to buy was a no-compete. I can't tell 
you numbers (rumored to be $1.5 mil- 
lion...Editor), but it was a five-year 
agreement that stated that he couldn't 














compete. We were going to pay Roger 
everything he makes now for doing his 
CCS Supersport stuff, his race manager 
agreement, everything...We were going 
to pay him that amount for five years to 
do nothing. Just to not compete. Ў 

Не came back with this death benefit 
thing, and that became somewhat of a 
deal-breaker on our side. On his side, in 
the RMS agreement, we asked for five 
plus two. Five years of no-compete, 
plus two. So it would actually be a 
seven-year no-compete. That was a 
deal-breaker for Roger and he wouldn't 
take that. So we had a couple of things 
that were breaking up the deal. 

Finally we came back to them on 
June 24th and said we'd concede the 
death benefit. The AMA was even con- 
sidering buying a life-insurance policy 
on Roger so in case he did pass away 
we would have a life insurance policy 
to pay off that five-year agreement. On 
June 28th we received a letter back from 
him rejecting the AMA and the pro- 
posed agreements. Since we had con- 
ceded the death benefit, I guess the 
problem was the five year plus two. 

Then we went all the way to early 
July when we gave them one day's 
notice. We said, "guys, we're going to 
take it off the table." I know there's talk 
that we pulled it off the table too soon, 
but this had been weeks and weeks. The 
AMA finally decided that we were tak- 
ing it off the table. That was early July. 
It went back to the board meeting in 
late August and we decided at that 
point that we were not going to renew 
the offer. It had been six months and we 
were not going to put a new offer on 
the table. 

That's how the whole thing went 
together. 

Why is it so important for the AMA to 


not have Edmondson compete? Why 
did the AMA feel as though they had 
to pay him anything at all? 

The AMA truly believes that we don't 
want this disrupted. What will Roger 
do? Will it fragment? We don't know. 
We can't guarantee that it's going to be 
a perfect world out there. We were will- 
ing to pay all that money just so it 
wouldn't fragment. It would take him 
out of the road racing business because 
Roger's claim always was that he would 
compete. The only reason we would put 
that kind of money up is so that he 
would not compete. 

There was a lot of discussion on who 
owns classes. Who owns Supersport? 
We believe through our attorneys that 
no one owns classes. They run them in 
Europe, they run them here - we feel 
that anyone can run those race classes. 
We never felt that we were buying any- 


Is de AMA worried about pending lit- 
igation with Edmondson? 

Yes. Let me tell you something that's 
going on right now. We believe, 
through our attorneys, that our last con- 
tract with Roger has a no-compete with 
him through 1995. He doesn't agree. We 
have filed in a Federal Court and we 
have asked a judge for a declaratory 








judgment. This may take awhile, but 
we've asked a judge to make a decision 
if Roger has a compete or no-compete 
with us for 1995. That's going to be in 
the court system. 

But do you expect any litigation to 
come from Edmondson? 

I really don't know. All I know is that 
legally, from our side, we will be filing 
this week. 


What about a schedule for next year. 
Not event-wise, but the actual race-day 
schedule? 

We still have to meet with the promot- 
ers, but it's pretty much what you've 
heard. There seems to be a lot of people 
still interested in 125s, but I just don't 
feel that's the future. I think we'll run 
Superteams - the former Unlimited 
Team Challenge - and 750cc Supersport 
on Saturday. We're cancelling the Mid- 
dleweight Team Challenge and just 
running Superteams. We'll have a nice 
clean four-race event on Sunday - 2505, 
600cc Supersport, Superbike and 
Harleys. That's what we're proposing 
and we're going to talk to the promot- 
ers about it. 

At how many events? 

Ten or 11 - probably. We were hoping 
to have Homestead, Florida, but that 
won't be done until late 1995 so that 
will probably be a 1996 event. We're 
hoping to go with the existing promot- 
ers and maybe add one more. 

So we won't see any Paradama-pro- 
moted (the AMA's new for-profit 
sports marketing company) road race 
events in 1995? 

No. Not that I see. Paradama seems to 
have raised a lot of anxiety in the indus- 
try. Somebody out there is propagating 
untrue facts that this is some huge 
takeover machine. We have no interest 
in successful events. None. 





Is the road race television package 
intact for next season? 

Yes. Loudon and Daytona were grand- 
fathered in because they had existing 
television packages. The rest of our TV 
programming is on a three-year con- 
tract with Prime - with the first year of 
that being in 1994. So we have ‘95 and 
'96 to go on a three-year contract with 
Prime. It's a done deal. The TV is intact. 
Prime has been great and they are will- 
ing to work with us on a lot of different 


gs. 

What about a series sponsor for super- 
bike racing next year? 

It's difficult. I’m going to be sharing this 
with the promoters, and ГП share it 
with you - we have contacted over 100 
companies. We work on it, but it's diffi- 
cult. We all hear the rumors about mil- 
lion-dollar sponsors - but there is no 
activity out there in motorsports right 
now. There are a couple of individuals 
that we're still making sales calls on - 
we're still trying to play out a lot of 
hands. Right now I'd feel very, very 
lucky if we had something for next 
year. The first thing we always start off 
with is a points fund for superbike. 
That's what we need to do - pump more 
money to the riders. These companies 
want to know what they're going to get 











- and they all want things on site. ТҺаї'з 
what we have to discuss with the pro- 
moters. The promoters all want site 


money, but I'm trying to justify a points 
fund. 


Let’s turn our attention to supercross. 
How do you feel about AIR? 

On a personal level it has been very dif- 
ficult. Two of the principals - Bill West 
and Roy Janson - make this a difficult 
situation for me. Roy and I worked 
together for some time at the АМА; Bill 
West has been a good friend of mine for 
17 years. Bill was very instrumental in 
getting me into Wrangler and other 
projects in this industry. In fact, I used 
to spend Christmas at his house. Some- 
times he would live with me for weeks 
at a time when he came to Road 
Atlanta. I go back a long way with both 
of those guys. To get to this point where 
they are attacking me personally is dif- 
ficult to understand. They have their 
side of the whole AMA-AIR question, 
and then there's the AMA's side. 

How do you feel about Roy Janson's 
sudden departure from the AMA to 
AIR? 

Roy and I have long had different 
philosophies on how to do business and 
maybe that's helping to create so much 
difficulty. We worked together on a lot 
of projects during our time together at 
the AMA. I thought we knew what each 
other was doing, so it was a total shock 
to me when he did leave. We had no 
way of knowing that it was coming. 
You see, Roy was helping me design 
several alternative planning projects at 
the AMA, the same projects that he's 
now so up in arms about as a member 
of the AIR team. Truth be told, Roy 
gave us the working documents on how 
to do those new programs, such as 
sports promotions and marketing. How 





chance that he might have put together 
a deal with Bill West in one day, but to 
give your two-weeks notice one day 
and then quitting the next to start a new 
job with a rival company doesn't seem 
right, does it? 

How does AMA feel about AIR as a 
sanctioning body? 

The AMA does not yet acknowledge 
AIR. We still want to negotiate with the 
three Supercross promoters in the 
group. We would like to resume negoti- 
ations with PACE-Supersports, MTEG 
and SRO and talk terms with them indi- 
vidually. AIR may be up and running, 
but we don't want to sanction another 
sanctioning body, just promoters. 

Was there any consultation between 
AIR and the AMA about the 1995 
Schedule? 

No. I've been going back through the 
paperwork and as late as July 12 we 
were still talking about the sanctions, 
not the '95 schedule. AIR and the pro- 
moters are trying place the blame of the 
breakdown on the AMA because of a 
lack of communication. I've been per- 
sonally attacked about not being able to 
communicate. There was never a lack to 
communicate with them or within the 
AMA. If anything, we are communicat- 
ing too much. That's what makes the 
AMA too cumbersome, the fact that we 
have to communicate so much back and 
forth. 

On May 9 there was a meeting in 
Chicago with Bill West (PACE-Super- 
sports), Rick Miller (MTEG) and Charlie 
Mancuso (SRO). On our side there was 
myself, Paul Dean (Chairman of the 
АМА 5 Board of Trustees) and Carl 
Reynolds (BOT Treasurer). We had lots 
of discussion but we didn't make any 
concrete decisions because the process 
takes time. But they said we broke off 





with far-reaching implications and a lot 
of that never got resolved, even after 
lots of discussion. 
Let's talk about the long-term deal 
with the AMA that the promoters 
wanted so badly: How close were the 
two sides? 
Well, they wanted to be able to contract 
sponsors to extended five-year term, 
but the AMA said we would only go 
with a three-year deal at one time. 
Why did the AMA not want to go to a 
five-year deal? 
We were going to concede all marketing 
and television rights for between three 
or five years, whatever it turned out to 
be. But they wanted even more control 
for those five years, control over things 
like scheduling, event format, general 
rule-making. It got to the point where 
we felt like no more than a service ven- 
dor for the promoters, just like the guys 
that bring in dirt or do the concessions. 
In fact, they even wanted equal say 
about all uniforms that AMA officials 
would wear on site at the Supercross 
events! 

That's the way they wanted us to be 
- the AMA are the guys in suits who 
Show up, run the races and then just 
leave...And we didn't even get to pick 
the suit! 
What did the AMA want to change? 
Originally, we wanted to take television 
rights back after '95. The AMA usually 
controls television and broadcast rights, 
but in the case of supercross we waived 
that for a couple of years. We think that 
our current three-year deal with ESPN 
and ESPN 2 for the outdoor Nationals is 
better than the deal that supercross 
struck. We have a good package with 
twice the coverage, better time slots and 
a very reasonable price. Ask any of the 
(outdoor) promoters about that. The 





idea was it to send those guys to Min- 
neapolis in the middle of January? 
That was their idea. We know that's not 
a good idea. It could be 20 below and 
there may be some real travel dangers to 
the riders and the mechanics, but the 
promoters want to sell tickets. They 
don't care about what the factories want. 
It's long been held that the factories 
don't want to start in Orlando, either, 
but we always ended up starting there. 
Maybe that came about because in the 
past we made the mistake of letting the 
promoters do what they want, like mak- 
ing the factories drive across the coun- 
try to Orlando to start the season. We 
always tried to be accommodating, 
maybe too accommodating. : 
Another big concern of the promoters 
seems to be Paradama, the AMA's new 
marketing group... 
The one thing everyone constantly com- 
plains about is that the AMA never 
takes a leadership role in bringing in 
sponsors the way someone like 
NASCAR does. So we make a few 
inquiries, do a few studies and realize 
that it's big business. We know that the 
current Board of Trustees is no longer 
equipped to deal with things like spon- 
sorship and television on a full-time 
basis, so we decide to go ahead and 
develop our own sports marketing 
agency. In my mind, the number one 
thing that needs to be done is to 
appoint, not elect, a new board of direc- 
tors, all of whom would be from motor- 
sports and entertainment business back- 
grounds. Then a professional staff and 
myself would report to this board of 
five or six professional businessmen 
with clout who can direct us. We would 
have quicker response to our sponsors 
and we would be better equipped to 
grow. We would have to be like that 





he ended up with a competitive sanc- 
tioning body five or six days later is 
shocking and really suspicious to me. 
So Janson's departure was a surprise? 
Well, while I was on business in Cali- 
fornia, Roy walked into Ed Young- 
blood's office and said "I quit." He 
didn't even wait until I got back. The 
date was August 4 and he said he need- 
ed a change in his life. He said he was 
going back to his home state of New 
York to do different things, like start 
going towards his life-long goal of 
being the manager at Watkins Glen. He 
gave his two-weeks notice and said he 
would be doing a little job-hunting 
along the way. At noon the next day he 
quit altogether and said he was a now a 
consultant with PACE Management. 
The very next day PACE said they were 
not going to apply for AMA sanctions 
in 1995. I couldn't believe Roy's actions. 
I mean, we were close enough as 
friends that I was hoping we could go 
to a personal growth-seminar together - 
then all this happens. 

Do you think that this was planned all 
along? 

I really don't want to believe that...But I 
don't know how he couldn't have dis- 
cussed things with the supercross pro- 
moters group. Of course there's a 





talks. Then on July 12 we met again and 
we told them that there were a lot of 
deal-breakers that needed to be worked 
out. They wanted a deal that day, but I 
said that no more decisions or counter 
proposals could be made until the 
August 26 AMA Board meeting. I’m 
just.not authorized to do anymore than 
that. That may have been their point of 
contention, but I just needed to get in 
front of my Board before I could move 
ahead. 

What were some of the things that you 
had to talk to the Board about? 

Going all the way back to May 9, there 


was lots to talk about - like sponsor- . 


ships and who controls them in the 
AMA Supercross Series. The promoters 
thought they owned the rights because 
they put the effort into promoting each 
event. They felt that because they put 
on 15 of 16 events they owned all of the 
rights. Sponsorship wasn't the only 
issue. There was a question like The 
Source International's Supercross 
video-game project - do the promoters 
get a piece of the action if it’s an AMA 
Supercross game? Does the AMA have 
rights to a trading card set? They felt 
that because the images were taken 
from their events, they should get a 
piece of that action. Those are issues 


funny thing is, taking back television 
was just something that we were 
exploring. We would have eventually 
conceded it for the term of the agree- 
ment. The biggest hang-up in the nego- 
tiations kept coming back to final 
approval of sanction issues. It got to the 
point where in one conference call they 
had some lawyers on the line and they 
proposed that the AMA go with them 
before some pre-selected arbitration 
board. "We're not going to that," said 
the Board. 

A lot of this was brought up by 
Charlie Mancuso, who never seemed to 
understand the need for the AMA. A 
year or two ago they lost the Seattle 
Kingdome date and wanted to put in 
Cleveland instead. Roy (Janson) said 
no, but Charlie was adamant about get- 
ting that race. Charlie felt that it was his 
choice as the businessman who risks all 
this money. He just didn't want to be 
told no. The problem was the we have 
to consider a lot of factors when we 
schedule; things like logistics and travel 
patterns. Roy personally made that 
decision. Now we're the guys that they 
say can't do the scheduling just because 
Roy left. But we can't sign away every- 
thing. The AMA needs some control. 
Let's go back to scheduling. Who's 





because this business is getting big and 
we have to be ready to compete, but 
instead we're being painted as a some 
kind of takeover group, and that's just 
not true. 

Does the AMA have any aspirations to 
get into the business of promoting 
motorcycle events? 

Maybe in the future, but only in growth 
sports; maybe dirt track, initially. We 
would want to go into any sport that 
needs to grow, but never at the expense 
of a current promoter. For instance, dirt 
track is being expanded from 24 to 30 
events for next year, which shows that 
itis a sport on the rise. 

But how can you grow anymore than a 
series with 30 events already on the 
schedule? 

Well, 30 events is a lot, but dirt track is 
just something we are looking into. 
Maybe there will be a situation like an 
outdoor National motocross where a 
new promoter can't do it on his own. 
We would go in and help finance him, 
help promote the event and share in the 
profits, but never in way that would 
harm our old promoters. 

But that would eventually become 
unavoidable. For instance, what if one 
of your new events that Paradama pro- 
duces becomes bigger than some of 
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the existing 
Nationals and 
the schedule needs 
trimming: Do you quit the old promot- 
er or do you sacrifice the Paradama 
event? 
(Pause.) I don’t know what the answer 
would be in that situation. Paradama- 
promoted events are just a theory in 
growth mode. We haven't done any 
events through this company yet, but I 
can tell you that we are very sensitive to 
our current promoters. 
If Paradama promotes events, 
won't that jeopardize the 
AMA’s status as a non-profit 
organization? 
Paradama would be a for- 
profit company, yes, but in a 
way that we do not jeopardize 
the non-profit status of the 
AMA. Paradama is a separate 
corporation, a subsidiary of 
the AMA. 
Did Paradama come about 
through a popular vote by the 
AMA membership or was it 
created by the Board of 
Trustees? 
The Board has had it under 
development for about two 
years and since that time 
we've kept moving ahead and 
planning for future startup. 
Now, as of the August 26 
Board meeting, we were 
approved for a fiscal startup 
on January 1, 1995. 

Where will the profits go? 
Paradama will pour those 
profits back into racing with 
things like a points fund, ven- 
tures into newer and better 
events and investment in 
other things, like a better tele- 
vision package, better offi- 
cials' equipment, better trucks 
for our people to take on the 
road. You have to understand, 
the way things are now, AMA 
Professional Racing is break- 
even at best - we don't have 
enough capital to buy any- 
thing right now. But as a new 
business we will have to be 
accountable for all of our own 
overhead, and with the AMA 
offices already getting a little 
crowded, maybe we can build 
Paradama its own building. 

So who's in charge? 

I will be named president if 
everything goes as it's sup- 
posed to. 

You have taken a lot of criti- 
cism in this AMA-AIR split... 

Throughout this whole ordeal 
I have personally tried to 
apply my highest level of 
Christian principles and ethics 
- that's what I live by. My rep- 
utation in the industry - a 16- 
year career in sports market- 
ing - speaks for itself. My 
Christian belief is what guides 
me everyday; that's what's 
guided me through this thing. 

Are negotiations still going 
on between the AMA and 
AIR? 

Isay yes, they say no. As of 
August 30 I was still writing 
letters individually to the 
three Supercross promoters 
about reconciliation. Bill's 
(West) answer to those letters 
was no, but he added that if 


uation that would benefit us 
both, he would be interested. 
It was more or less the same 





at this time. Only SRO has never called 
back. 

The AMA is still open to bargaining 
and reconciliation. We really don't want 
to have to do our own Supercross series 
but, at the same time, we must be open- 
minded and realistic. The factories have 
to race, they have to display their prod- 
ucts in front of an audience. With this 
new Paradama organization we can 
put on a series for them. A number of 
factories want a Supercross series that is 
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an AMA property. As a matter of fact, 
American Suzuki recently sent a letter 
to the AMA stating that they have post- 
ed their contingency program for an 
AMA Supercross series in 1995 and 
that's all they will be supporting. 

Isn't it getting a little too late to have a 
new AMA Supercross series in '95? 

I'm not pretending that there's going to 
be one-to-one competition with the AIR 
series but there's some possibilities out 
there that we are looking into. We 








might start small and simple and go for 
a break-even or better year. That would 
prove that we can do races. Maybe after 
Some success and positive feedback we 
can build our programs. 

Has there already been expansion of 
the AMA National Motocross series? 
There has not been a schedule posted 
yet. While it's trüe we talked to some 
new promoters, we are not presently 
showing expansion in 1995 unless we 
have to do Supercross properties. You 
know, it amazes me that Bill 
(West) and Roy (Janson) think 
we're expanding because 
that's all hearsay. Just because 
we ask someone if they're up 
for it doesn't mean they're on 
the schedule. And if some pro- 
moters out there are going 
around saying that they're 
getting a National the AMA 
really can't do much about 
that. People can talk and peo- 
ple can have wishful thinking 
but, no, there's no posted 
schedule to back any of that 


up. 

What happens if Daytona 
International Speedway goes 
over to AIR? 

I talked to Jim France about 
that today and he's not happy 
about the Supercross series 
coming apart and fragmenting 
the way it has. He feels that a 
deal should have come togeth- 
er. His thinking in a situation 
like this is “If all parties really 
want to get together, they 
can.” He assured me that Day- 
tona will run AMA sanctions 
in ‘95, but he will also allow 
AIR to use the points from his 
event for their series. The 
same goes for road racing. 
What will it take to reconcile? 
The AMA must deal directly 
with the three promoters 
about operations and sanc- 
tioning issues, not with AIR. If 
it takes concessions on our 
part to get them back in the 
fold, we are prepared to talk 
about some issues. We don’t 
have to be involved with mar- 
keting, the sales of sponsor- 
ship or sight promotions. 
Also, they can have the televi- 
sion rights for the term of the 
agreement. We need to have 
the authority to be the base 
operation that runs the events. 
Whatever properties we do 
beyond that is still up in the 
air. 

Do you see any problems 
with allowing Bill West and 
Supersports to hold on to his 
AMA National MX а! 
Gainesville? 

Absolutely not. Jerry West is 
the man who really runs that 
event and he called to remind 
me of that event’s strong his- 
tory with the AMA. That race 
- as well as their Winter-AMA 
Series and other events - are 
rank-and-file, long-term AMA 
racing programs. The AMA is 
not going to drag their other 
programs into this. 

But how can you conduct the 
business of an AMA-sanc- 
tioned series with a competi- 
tor sitting in the room? 

I have no idea. It has been a 
difficult situation from the 
start. As a matter of fact, there 
was a meeting set for Thurs- 
day (September 22) for AMA 
road racing in Miami and 








someone said that ВШ West and Roger 
Edmondson, who are openly competing 
with the AMA, planned to attend 
because they have investment in the 
Road Atlanta event. We are planning to 
discuss the future of AMA road racing 
and they want to join us? I can’t fathom 
that. 

I have to draw the line somewhere. 
We are trying to contain supercross 
and not ruin a long-term event that 
has been great for AMA motorcycling. 
They say the AMA is doing things that 
aren’t good for the sport - what’s so 
terribly bad about the AMA wanting 
to make money? Is our leadership so 
wrong? NASCAR makes money, the 
NHRA is very, very profitable. But 
when the AMA talks about getting 
into the business the promoters think 
were trying to shove them out. It’s 
just the way that business must be 
done now. We can’t be leaders if we 
don’t change. 

Was that want to be a for-profit com- 
pany the “hidden agenda” that people 
are talking about? 

No. There was no hidden agenda. We 
have been up front about our leader- 
ship role and our new direction from 
the start. The AMA is taking a beating, 
and I am personally taking a beating 
over this whole situation. I didn’t 
wreck any deals because of a hidden 
agenda and I didn’t put anything out 
on the street about what was an ongo- 
ing process. Look who's been doing all 
the talking. Our people did not say a 
word, under direct orders for the whole 
AMA Pro Racing Staff. I think now 
maybe we should have said more, 
sooner. 

I should mention here that there was 
a time before July 12 when we were 
instructed to survey sites for potential 
AMA events. We sent out letters to sta- 
diums and venues to ask if there were 
dates available and what the rent might 
be. In fact, it was Roy Janson who gave 
me the list. We aren't hiding anything 
in regards to our direction. The Board 
said move ahead and see what we can 
do, and what we did was write to stadi- 
ums about potential events. We weren't 
hiding anything. Maybe we've just been 
too discreet. 

Has the AMA ever done a joint spon- 
sor? 

(Laughs.) We paid off a bad purse in 
Charlotte of about $70,000 after a road 
race a couple of years ago. The promot- 
er's check went bad and we covered it. 
That's the closest we ever got. 

There was a rumor that the U.S. GP for 
motocross involved a joint AMA pro- 
motion? 

No, not that I know of. The AMA has 
had a $15,000 to $20,000 loss on the 
Motocross des Nations each of the last 
few years that we pay out of our own 
coffers. The T-shirt sales didn't make 
enough to support the team so we end 
up with the bill. No one's worried 
about little things like that, the effort 
and support that we give to our racing 
programs. I feel that we don't blow our 
own horn enough; we pick up slack on 
Team USA and no one in the world 
knows about it. But the next year we do 
it all over again. 

What do you think is going to happen 
in the next few months leading up to 
the Orlando Supercross opener in Jan- 
uary? 

It's all day to day right now. We're try- 
ing to make our best judgments and at 
the same time we are involved in a sort- 
of wait-and-see game. It distracts from 
future planning right now and will do 
so until it's resolved one way or the 
other. We're living in a dysfunctional 
environment right now. с

he new racing season is effective- 
ly only three months away, yet 

- many questions remain unan- 
swered. Just how many supercross 
series will there be in 1995? One? Two? 
And what will happen to the existing 
AMA National MX Series? 

Why are there so many questions 
about the coming season? Simple. Now 
there are two sanctioning bodies fight- 
ing to control the established Supercross 
Series - the AMA and AIR - American 
International Racing. 

We caught up with AIR's Bill West 
and Roy Janson at the Motocross des 
Nations and asked them to fill us in on a 
few things. 


What is AIR? 
(West) Air is something that you 
breathe... 

(Janson) American International Rac- 


Who is in the Supercross Promoters’ 
Group? 
(West) The Mickey Thompson Enter- 
tainment Group has four or five events, 
S.R.O. Promotions out of Chicago has 
five events, and PACE/Supersports has 
five events. I think in 1995 we have 
absolute parity among the group in that 
we each have five events - a third, a 
third, a third. Daytona also has one 
event that is not considered a part of 
this working group, but it is considered 
part of our series. 

Is the television deal still there? 

(West) Yes, we have television with 
ESPN for 1995, but we are working on a 
better time slot for the events. We are 
also working to separate the 125s from 
the 250s and have two different shows 
for each round. We are also working on 
having four of the 250 mains shown live 
on ESPN 2. The television package is 
certainly in place; we are firm for 1995. 
What we are trying to do is improve the 
quality of the shows. 











parties. Entry fees have always been 
considered the fees that cover a rider's 
medical insurance, which costs between 
$4,000 and $5,000 per event. The money 
has to come from some place, and that 
place is entry fees. I suppose we could 
find those resources in some other place, 
but basically that's what it is for now. 
The rider receives a service directly in 
the case of insurance. If he went out and 
tried to buy a medical insurance policy 
as a motorcycle racer, they wouldn't 
even want to talk to him. 

(West) Let me interject something 
here. Are you sure that IMSA (car) races 
have no entry fee? 

No, I'm not sure. But I’m talking about 
football, baseball, whatever... 

(West) We shouldn't compare apples 
and oranges. Let's compare apples and 
apples, motorsports and motorsports. 
There's an entry fee in IMSA, SECA, 
NASCAR, all of those. All motorsports 
have an entry fee. 

You mentioned all these changes in 





national events would remain stable 
(15 SXs and 12 outdoor races) so that 
the factory teams could avoid choosing 
one series over the other. If the AMA 
were to add more Nationals, or maybe 
start their own supercross series, 
would AIR consider this an act of war? 
(Janson) Let me first say that our under- 
standing is that there have been events 
added (by the AMA) and that compli- 
cates this issue. The supercross promot- 
ers have maintained the same schedule 
that they have had in the past - 15 
events - and did so with the sensitivity 
that the manufacturers said that they 
would not attend any more events than 
what was on the current schedule. How- 
ever, that same policy does not seem to 
exist with the AMA. My understanding 
is that there have been Nationals added, 
there have been increases. While the 
AMA has made the public comment 
that they seek reconciliation, I think the 
fact that they have already added events 
demonstrates that they did not seek rec- 





ing is a newly formed organization 
intended to provide the operational sup- 
port for the United States Supercross 
Series. 

Is this new organization the result of a 
schism with the AMA, or is it some- 
thing you've been thinking about for a 
long time? 

(West) Basically, it's a result of the prob- 
lems we had with the AMA. We tried to 
reach a long-term agreement with them 
so that we could conduct business like 
business has to be conducted in the 90s, 
not on a year-by-year basis. We just 
couldn't get them to agree to do that. 
We've been trying for five or six years to 
get them to sign a multi-year working 
agreement. Not the specifics of a sanc- 
tioning agreement, just an agreement to 
agree for more than one year. That way, 
we could go on with the business of 
signing sponsors to long-term agree- 
ments, signing television contracts for 
more than one year. But the AMA 
wouldn't do it, they wouldn't give us 
that confidence to go forward in our 
business. 

What were some of the sticking points 
that couldn't be worked out in the 
negotiations? 

(West) It all started over this need for 
the multi-year agreement, but from 
there it mushroomed into many things. 
The AMA came to us and said that they 
would give us a three-year agreement, 
but they wanted to take over our televi- 
sion, they wanted to take over the spon- 
Sorships, they wanted to take over many 
things. It went from the multi-year thing 
into a shoving match - the more they 
would shove on us, we would go back 
and shove on them a little bit. But the 
basis of the whole thing was the multi- 
year deal. 

Was there a question of exclusivity in 
keeping supercross for the current pro- 
moters? 

(West) No. We didn't want exclusivity. 
You can't have that because it's against 
Restraint of Trade, Anti-Trust, so on and 
so forth. We never at any time asked for 
an exclusive deal at the AMA. 





Is there a deal to show the races in 
Japan in 1995? 
(West) Yes. We gave ESPN the rights to 
Japan (for supercross). So they have 
worldwide rights now. At one time we 
negotiated our deal (for Japan) with 
NHK or other networks in Japan, but we 
did away with that last year. ESPN has 
done a great job for us in Japan. 
And they produce the shows for you... 
(West) And they produce the shows. 
ESPN also has the rights to the Euro- 
pean market. They might sell some pro- 
grams to other networks and other 
channels, but it's still ESPN. 
How will the U.S. Supercross Series be 
different from what was the AMA 
Supercross Series? 
(West) The only differences you will see 
are some improvements in the quality of 
the program. It will be the same format, 
same rules, and so forth. What AIR is 
going to do under Roy Janson, is replace 
the services that the AMA gave us. We 
don't plan any major changes for ‘95. 
(Janson) The big key to AIR will be 
streamlining the races. Our goal for '95 
is to make the events as comfortable as 
possible for riders and mechanics to 
come to work. By streamlining the 
licensing process, the entry process, the 
admissions process, we hope to make 
supercross a very user-friendly, modern 
type of entertainment. 
Pro motocross and Supercross are 
among the few pro sports around 
where the players have to pay to play. 
($50 pre-entry fee, $60 post-entry in 
1994.) Has there been any considera- 
tion by AIR to forego a rider's fee in 
the future, even if only for people like 
Jeremy McGrath and those other top 


guys? 

(Janson) Well, a certain amount of liabil- 
ity comes with activity different from 
the concert business or the music busi- 
ness. When Van Halen takes the stage 
there's not much of a liability as a result 
of Van Halen taking the stage. But when 
a rider goes to the race track he brings 
with him a certain amount of liability as 
far as potential injury to himself or other 








admissions and things, and I mention 
that as a logical improvement. The peo- 
ple in the stands are there to see them; 
the racers are the show. 

(West) Well, we did try that once back 
when the rider count was way down. I 
think it was “81 because I had a total of 
34 entries for the Orlando Supercross! 
The next year we did a deal where we 
didn't charge an entry fee if riders 
would just pre-enter and get the entry 
numbers back up. It really didn't 
improve, which leads me to think that 
the entry fee really isn't a big factor. I 
think maybe psychologically it is. 

One of the most controversial things 
going on right now with AIR and the 
AMA is the fact that Roy left. I don't 
want to say you jumped ship, but 
rather you decided to pursue the busi- 
ness of supercross management with 
these guys. How did that come about? 
(Janson) The facts are, that the personal 
decision as to why I left the AMA is my 
own business. I could summarize it by 
saying that I no longer agreed with the 
policies of the company that I worked 
for. The company had made the final 
actions to create a for-profit corporation 
called Paradama. It was evident that the 
first actions of this new company were 
to make a run on the businesses of two 
of the AMA's best customers - CCS road 
racing and events promoted by the 
Supercross Promoters Group. I believe a 
sanctioning organization should pro- 
vide services, not compete with its com- 
mercial customers for the limited 
amount of profits that are out there. I 
did not agree with the policies of the 
AMA, and it would not have been 
appropriate for me to stay any longer 
with the company. I was leaving 
whether there was an AIR to go to or 
not. It just so happens that AIR is here 
now. I'm an operations guy. My special- 
ty is running motorcycle races and that's 
what I'm going to do. Really, nothing's 
changed for me. 

Everyone seems to be hoping for a sta- 
tus quo in 1995, where the number of 
supercross events and the number of 





onciliation. They understood as well, 
that the manufacturers do not want to 
attend more events. 

Now, let's say there is a reconcilia- 
tion. How do you deal with these new 
promoters who have been promised 
events on a schedule? Those same man- 
ufacturers who sit on the AMA's board 
have repeatedly told the motocross 
advisory board committee that they 
would not attend more events, and that 
complicates matters if any resolution 
was truly being sought. 

How hard did the promoters' group 
seek a resolution with the AMA? 
(West) We negotiated with the AMA's 
Tom Mueller for eight months and we 
have documents that support our posi- 
tion here. We had all issues resolved 
with the exception of the multi-year 
agreement. At that point Tom Mueller 
broke off negotiations with us on July 
12. We all believe now that he never 
really intended to make an agreement 
with us. 

What reason would the AMA have for 
not wanting to have an agreement? 
(West) I think the AMA has designs and 
thoughts of going into the business of 
producing events themselves. I think 
they have become profit-driven with 
this new Paradama corporation and I 
think that they want to eliminate the 
promoter's role in order to do their own 
events. For that reason I don't think they 
even intended to make an agreement 
with us. 

Who owns the name "Supercross?" 
(West) Nobody. It's public domain now. 
Many people have tried to get a trade- 
mark for it but it's a generic term at this 
point. That's the word "supercross," but 
if you're talking about "The American 
Supercross Series," that belongs to the 
people who put the money up to make 
it happen. 

Does AIR have an agreement with the 
factories for 1995? 

(Janson) No, there's no agreement with 
the factories. To be honest, we have 
sought no a t. As a courtesy we 
have met with all of the manufacturers 








and explained to them the circum- 
stances that led us to this situation. We 
hope that they will recognize the value 
of this series as the most premier oppor- 
tunity to showcase their vehicles in the 
world. There is no motorcycle racing 
program that enjoys the recognition that 
exists for the U.S. SX Series - none. The 
international and national television 
that comes from ESPN, plus the reputa- 
tion that it has, means there is no better 
place on earth for them to showcase 
their products. 

What if they don’t come? 

(Janson) If they choose not to come, 
well, that would be their decision. One 
would question the 
business logic of 
not coming but... 
You know, we 
fully recognize that 
three of the five 
manufacturers 
(Honda, Kawasaki 
and Suzuki) exist 


on the AMA's 
board. That in- 
volvement may 
prevent them or 
discourage them 
from coming to 
supercross. Now, how you would 
explain to the American public why 
Jeremy McGrath isn't at Orlando, I don't 
know. But we fully expect that they will 
be there, but we don't have any commit- 
ment that they will be there. 

But you will be there no matter what, 
right? 

(Janson) That's right, we will be there. 
And that really is the key to this issue, 
that this is a promoter-driven organiza- 
tion - how can you trust them? The issue 
of trust comes from the view of commit- 
ment. Who has been behind this sport 
from the start? The promoters have. The 
promoters have taken this sport from 
nowhere to where it is today. That didn't 
come from a sanctioning organization - a 
sanctioning organization provides ser- 
vices in exchange for money. The com- 
mitment comes from the promoters and 
that commitment is still there. They are 
the people who support the sport. 
Earlier you seemed to be saying that 
it's not right for the AMA to become an 
event promoter. On the flip side of the 
coin, how is that any different from the 
supercross promoters becoming their 
own sanctioning body? 

(West) Well, AIR is an organization that 
will stand totally on its own. The only 
role that the promoters of the series 
have in AIR is providing an income for 
it. Otherwise, it is a "stand alone" busi- 
ness that Roy Janson heads up. 

Will riders have to buy membership 
cards? 

(Janson) Riders will receive licenses, but 
we will not be licensing mechanics. Basi- 
cally, it will be a system similar to that 
which exists in all other racing pro- 
grams, whether it's СМС, or СЕТ, or 
AMA, or what have you. It will be a 
simple, streamlined activity. 

How is this a legitimate series without 
the AMA? How is this any different 

















from the old InSport Series that existed 
briefly in the 1980s? 

(Janson) This is the same premiere 
supercross series that it has always 
been. Legitimacy does not come from a 
sanctioning organization and legitimacy 
does not come from the promoter. Legit- 
imacy comes from spectators. They are 
the ones who will decide if this is the 
real series and they'll decide it on Satur- 
day nights when they come and buy a 
ticket. If they don't buy a ticket, obvi- 
ously they've said that this is not the 
program. They've always come and 
bought tickets in the past - we fully 
assume they will be back. This is profes- 


sional racing; selling tickets is what 
we're here to do. We want to put on 
quality entertainment motorsports. The 
people will be voting with their ticket 
purchases on that first Saturday night in 
Orlando and on 14 Saturday nights after 
that. 1 

How many people work at AIR now? 
(Janson) Just me right now. We're 
putting together a staff now. I’ve been 
approached by a number of AMA offi- 
cials who have asked if they can partici- 
pate in this new program. We are 
accepting resumes to put together our 
operational staff, including things like a 
tech department with qualified people 
to oversee the technical rules. We are in 
the development stages right now but 
we have some leeway to work things 
out. 

Where will AIR be based? 

(Janson) St. Petersburg, Florida. (Note: 
Also the home of Bill West's Super- 
sports promotional company.) 

Is there a possibility that we might see 
AIR expand outside being a super- 
cross-only sanctioning body? Are we 
going to see an AIR National MX 
Series or an AIR Amateur National 
Series? 

(Janson) Our goal for 1995 is simple. 
That is to do the very best job that we 
can do of running the U.S. SX Series. We 
have no visions beyond 1995 that we are 
prepared to discuss. We want to demon- 
strate to the racing world that this is the 
series, it is the premier program, always 
has been, always will be. What comes 
beyond 1995 depends on the dynamics 
of this market. This is an evolving mar- 
ketplace in the promotions business. It is 
absolutely volatile right now, with the 
variety of different programs being 
started. This is a business. This is the 
sports entertainment business and 
thimgs are much different than they 








used to be. We will be doing business 
much different than the way the AMA 
and the F.I.M. used to do business. If we 
do not treat racing as an entertainment 
business and we do not market it as 
entertainment, it will not survive in 
what is a very competitive entertain- 
ment market. 

There's an example of that. Look at 
what's happened to World Supercross. 
I'm not trying to criticize the FIM at all, 
but the World SX Series does not exist 
anymore because of one simple reason: 
it is has not been marketed as a busi- 
ness, and events that used to be success- 
ful are no longer successful. That's what 
people need to 
focus on - how 
can we stabilize 
this activity 
and how can 
we take it to 


higher levels? 
That should be 


everyone's con- 


cern. 

With the AMA 
Supercross 
Series there 
was always the 
question of start money. European pro- 
moters would pay it, but the U.S. 
supercross promoters would not. Is 
that a topic for discussion or is the new 
U.S. SX Series going to remain a purse- 
driven series? 

(West) I think the American system that 
exists has proven itself to be successful, 
and that is one without start money. I 
don't want to say "We don't like to pay 
people before they go to work," but our 
system is that you have to come and 
compete for the prize money. You must 
also remember the contingency pro- 
grams that exist, not just the purse 
money being put up. We have signed an 
agreement with Pat Murphy to develop 
contingency programs and make a lot of 
income available to the riders who par- 
ticipate even though they don't win. 
This way they can make money on con- 
tingency programs and endorsements, 
or whatever. 

We estimated last year - a fairly well- 
educated guess - that the supercross 
series generated close to $4,000,000 in 
income for the American Supercross rid- 
ers. That's a good bit of income based on 
purse, point-fund, contingency pro- 
grams, the salaries being paid, the 
endorsement moneys, all of which stems 
from this nucleus of events that these 
three groups or promoters are willing to 
put on. Our system works good, so why 
mess with it? 

If the situation with the factories and 
AIR is not settled before the opener in 
Orlando, would AIR consider contract- 
ing the teams to enter? Would you ever 
hire Team Honda to show up? 

(West) N-O. No. 

Have you secured any outside sponsor- 
ships? 

(West) No, but we have several good 
prospects working right now. Nothing's 
been finalized. 


newer and 








Camel is definitely out of the picture? 
(West) Not definitely, no. We're still 
talking with Camel. 
Back to the situation at hand: Is there 
any chance of reconciliation with the 
AMA? 
(West) We are receptive to doing what- 
ever makes real sense. We will talk to 
somebody who can speak with authori- 
ty and be honest and straightforward 
with us, and doesn't have a hidden 
agenda. We would talk with the AMA 
about some type of joint sanction with 
AIR to get over this hurdle of the manu- 
facturers that sit on the AMA's Board of 
Trustees. We're receptive to that but at 
this point, we haven't been dealt with in 
£ood faith by the AMA representative. 
The ball is in their court. We will sit and 
negotiate something that will make 
sense but it has to be with someone who 
is honest. 

Maybe I should set the stage on this 
thing. I'm a lifetime member of the 
AMA. I have been promoting AMA 





races for 25 years. Гуе bought more 
sanctions than most anybody, handed 
out more trophies and paid more purses 
and sold more memberships than just 
about anybody. I believe that the AMA 
is a necessary organization to represent 
motorcycling, on-road and off-road, in 
governmental relations and areas like 
that. I support that cause. If there is a 
way that we can work them into this 
program that makes business sense to 
us, then we will do that. We realize that 
there is a value there in having an orga- 
nization that represents all motorcyclists 
in the United States. We want to support 
that but not to the point that we are will- 
ing to let them destroy our business. 
Are you going to keep your AMA 
125/250 National at Gainesville, Florida 
and all of your amateur motocross pro- 
grams? 

(West) I fully intend to run my 
Gainesville National as part of the AMA 
Outdoor National Series, my AMA Win- 
ter-AMA Series that's been there for 25 
years, the Mini-Olympics over Thanks- 
giving will be AMA sanctioned - I don't 
plan on making any changes on those 
events. We only have a problem with 
the AMA on the United States SX Series 
that we could not resolve, although we 
tried in earnest for eight months. 

This is the first time in 25 years that 
we have been unable to sit down and 
resolve the issues with the AMA. That's 
why I say that I don't believe that the 
AMA ever intended to cooperate and 
negotiate this thing out with us. There's 
some people at NASCAR that I have 
kept fully informed, on a daily basis, 
copying them on all of the communica- 
tions between the AMA's Tom Mueller 
and ourselves. Their observations at 
NASCAR - actually VIS - is that we got 
run off. We were run off on purpose. 
That's coming from outside sources who 
have watched this thing progress. We're 
still willing to sit down and talk, but I’m 
not sure we can. They're saying publicly 
that they want reconciliation while at 
the same time they are out there loading 
the outdoor series when they know that 
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there's a limit- 
ed number of 
events that the manu- 

facturers will go to. They're not dealing 
with us honestly. 

I've said it before and I'll say it again: 
I don't think that the Board of Trustees 
knows what is being done by the AMA 
staff. I don't believe that whole Board of 
Trustees would go along dealing in bad 
faith and that's what we've been up 
against. 
Have you thought about going to 
Columbus (Ohio) and meeting directly 
with the AMA higher-ups? 
(West) We've been told that we can't, 
that they won't meet with us. We've 
been told that we must deal with Tom 
Mueller and that's been very unsuccess- 
ful. I’ve got to tell you, we're commit- 


ted. We're going. Right now we're 
focusing on supercross. 

(Janson) I think that one of the things 
that complicates this issue is, what is the 
intent of this new corporation called 
"Paradama"? I’ve heard people say that 
it's simply going to be a marketing 
effort. I've heard it's a reorganization to 
allow the AMA to pursue some for-prof- 
it activities, and yet, in a letter to the 
supercross promoters from Tom 
Mueller, he clearly identifies that the 
AMA has the intention of being promot- 
ers. They are looking at the options to 
promote events for themselves. I think 
that message came through loud and 
clear that Paradama would be compet- 
ing with their current customers. I think 
that's something that has concerned 
everyone, including the outdoor Nation- 
al promoters and a couple of the dirt 
track promoters. We're waiting to see 
just what direction Paradama is going in. 
How hard do you think it would it be 
for the AMA to do its own supercross 
series? 

(West) (Pause.) The companies that are 
involved in supercross - SRO as an 
example, owned by Paramount Com- 
munications, Madison Square Garden - 
they produce over 200 shows a year. 
The other company, PACE, is the largest 
live entertainment company in the 
world. Broadway shows, huge concert 
division - professional producers of 
events - it's taken these people 20 years 
to get where we are with supercross. It 
is not an easy product to promote. I 
don't believe.... No, I know for a fact 
that you cannot go out and hire an 





advertising agency to go out and pro- 
mote these events. You can't go out and 
hire a promotions company to go out 
and do these events. Honestly, it would 
be very difficult for the AMA. 

Another thing to consider is this: 
What buildings are they going to get? In 
the 20 years that all of these different 
people have producing supercross, we 
have taken events to Arrowhead Stadi- 
um (Kansas City), Rich Stadium (Buffa- 
lo), the Meadowlands (New Jersey), 
Philadelphia, Pittsburgh, Washington, 
New Orleans, on and on and on. In 
those places, supercross just didn't 
work. We know that, and now we final- 
ly have 15 venues and markets where it 
is working. Some markets work better 
than others, of course, but these are the 
15 we are going with. The buildings and 


markets that someone else could get are 
not workable markets. Otherwise, we 
would be there. 

How important is it for the AMA out- 
door National series and the AIR/U.S. 
SX Series to coexist? 

(West) It's very important. Hopefully 
someone at the AMA is going to wake 
up and say, "Is what we're trying to 
accomplish really worth destroying this 
whole thing?" I tell you, the feeling that 
I get in dealing with the folks at the 
AMA that we are dealing with, is that 
they are really willing to scuttle every- 
thing that's been built if they don't get 
their own way. The reason that we left 
the AMA to contract with Roy and his 
company to provide'us those same ser- 
vices is that we weren't willing to sit 
back and let this whole supercross series 
be scuttled. That's what the AMA was 
willing to do. We have millions of dol- 
lars invested in this program over the 
years and it is a viable business that we 
are not going to let go away. 

(Janson) Throughout this whole thing 
the supercross promoters have not, are 
not, and will not be asking for anything 
that they didn't already have. They have 
not asked for new events, they have not 
asked for lower fees, they've not asked 
for anything. They've always done their 
own television deals with ESPN that are 
still in effect, they've always been 
involved in the scheduling process, we've 
all sat on the advisory board and the rules 
committee. All the promoters wanted 
was the protection of a multi-year deal. 

The other side, the AMA, is seeking 
things that they don't have. They don't 

















own this program. They are seeking 
events, seeking pieces of activities that 
have never been part of their job. They 
are seeking new territory while the pro- 
moters were just seeking protection of 
their old territory. There's been ques- 
tions or comments about the promoters 
wanting to take over scheduling. Well, if 
you look at the contract that the AMA 
signed with Camel for years, Camel, to 
be blatantly honest, controlled schedul- 
ing and had the final say on supercross 
Scheduling, not the promoter, not the 
sanctioning body. So these comments 
about the promoters trying to strong- 
arm something away from the AMA are 
simply not accurate. 

Were there problems in early discus- 
sions for a 1995 schedule? 

(West) We've always mutually agreed

upon scheduling. But it's not just sched- 
uling, I tell you. It was the hidden agen- 
da on the AMA side from day one, and 
that was to replace the promoters with 
their own company. They wanted to 
take our business away from us. 

And you feel that this includes the out- 
door National promoters and road rac- 
ing? : 

(West) There's not a doubt in my mind, 
personally, that their current thinking is 
going to filter down to the Nationals. It 
started at the top with supercross, it has 
eaten into road racing and Roger 
Edmondson's program, and next they'll 
be into the outdoor Nationals, dirt track 
and anything else where the can find a 
revenue source. That's the natural pro- 
gression. 

When AIR released its “95 schedule, 
did you consult anyone else or did you 
just go with the status quo? 

(West) We used the same schedule that 
we had with only a couple of minor 
changes. 

(Janson) Let me be honest. No one 
knows this process better than me. I'm 
the guy who put the schedules together 
that were respectable to everyone. We 
did the supercrosses first and then 
plugged the outdoor Nationals in. No 
one knows this process more intimately 
than I do. We never had a problem in 
the past in working out our differences. 
Is it suicide for the AMA to schedule 
an outdoor National against an AIR 
Supercross? 











(Janson) You need to ask the AMA that 
question. 

Is it suicide for the AMA to proceed 
with their own supercross series? 
(Janson) Well, let's go back to the first 
question. I don't know if it's suicide or 
not but I would question the AMA's 
concern of all the entities involved: Rid- 
ers, mechanics, sponsors, manufactur- 
ers. Scheduling events on top of each 
other in an openly competitive nature 
does create difficulty for everyone and it 
would escalate difficulties dramatically. 
Who at the AMA do you think needs to 
read this interview? Who do you need 
to communicate your feelings to? 
(West) To be honest, I don't know. I 
don't know who at the AMA has got 
their feet on the ground. I would think 
that the Board of Trustees would have 
the future of the sport and the AMA at 
heart. But right now, I'm not sure who 
needs to read this. 

Have communications completely bro- 
ken off? 

(West) There's been some letters back 
and forth between the Mickey Thomp- 
son Entertainment Group and Tom 
Mueller, but I'm not sure they made any 
progress. 

Already, here's a situation where, in 
an effort to compete against supercross, 
the AMA has already violated condi- 
tions that we established over the years. 
That being, that increases in the sched- 
ules, changes in travel, all of that has 
always been brought before the adviso- 
ry board prior to those actions being 
taken. Now, I can tell you for a fact that 
the AMA, by increasing the outdoor 
Schedule, has violated that process. 
They haven't talked to the advisory 
board. 

But have they actually expanded the 
schedule or are they just exploring 
other venues? 

(West) I understand that those commit- 
ments have been made. Is that not true? 
Do you know? Do I know? No, I don't 
know. I've heard that phone calls have 
been made to discuss the interest of 
holding new Nationals, but no one here 
has seen any new races that have been 
put on the schedule or anything. You 
said yourself that they did not talk to 
anyone on the advisory board. 

But I gotta tell you, there's a new 
order at the AMA. It is not the same 
AMA that we all helped build over the 
last 20 years. I’m confused. I met with 
Ed Youngblood in February and told 
him that I was totally confused and frus- 
trated, that I didn't know what the prob- 
lems between us were. After all these 
years of working together, why is it now 
that we can't? Why would they gamble 
with supercross, the most successful rac- 
ing program ever, over a profit situa- 
tion? To me that doesn't make sense. It's 
a new order at the AMA - it's not the 
same deal. 

One last question: How might things 
have been different if the late C.E. Alt- 
man, your close friend and fellow pro- 
moter, were still around? He always 
seemed like the one who wanted to 
hold the AMA and the supercross pro- 
moters together. 

(West) I don't think that things would 
have been much different if C.E. were 
still around, because C.E. was there 
back in February when we met with Ed 
Youngblood and Tom Mueller in 
Cincinnati. After that meeting we both 
came away knowing that we were 
faced with some serious problems. C.E. 
recapped that meeting for us and sent it 
to the other promoters. The basis of the 
recap was that something was there (in 
the AMA) that just didn't meet the eye. 
There was a hidden agenda some- 
where.

oger Edmondson 
carries the biggest 
stick in the road 
racing forest. The 
former racer and 
stereo salesman left 
WERA racing in the early 1980s to create 
his own amateur racing organization - 
Championship Cup Series - that with 
careful planning and plotting blossomed 
into, on the professional level, the 
Supersport, Harley-Davidson Twin- 
Sports and endurance classes. Edmond- 
son quite visibly ran AMA professional 
road racing for the past half decade and 
during that time the sport improved to 
the point where it is arguably the most 
profitable National-level road racing 
series in the world. 

In 1995 Edmondson, and his associ- 
ate Pat Murphy, the former press and 


marketing director for the AMA, plan to 
sanction their own races under the 
North American Superbike Series ban- 
ner, promising television coverage and 
competitive purses. There are those who 
discount Edmondson's ability to accom- 
plish this feat, but there is little question 
that he may have an inroad to the pro- 
moters, many of whom he claims have 
already been quietly trying to talk him 
into the move he recently made. Does he 
have the support of the factories in both 
contingency sponsorship and in fielding 
their teams in his series? Only time will 
tell. 

Edmondson and Murphy sat down 
for an interview while at the final round 
of the AMA U.S. Superbike Series in 
Road Atlanta to discuss their new series 
and the events that brought them to this 
juncture in their careers. 


Let's have a brief bio from the both of 
you. 

(Murphy) In October of 1985 I was 
hired by the AMA to be its marketing 
and public relations manager. My previ- 
ous employment was as the advertising 
manager for Yamaha's accessories divi- 








sion. I worked in the AMA headquarters 
in Ohio for two years and then for fami- 
ly reasons had to leave and move back 
to California. The AMA appreciated my 
work enough at the time to ask me to 
form my own company to continue to 
do the same business by contract. So, in 
October of 1987 I went back to Califor- 
nia and created PM Communications, 
with the AMA as my sole client. At the 
end of 1988 Roger Edmondson, who I 
knew casually from the race track, 
called and asked if I had any interest in 
providing marketing services to CCS. At 
that time CCS already had Supersport 
racing as part of the Pro program. We 
quickly came to terms and I took Roger 
and CCS on as my second client. Since 
that time I have had both those parties 
as clients in one form or another every 
year, and it has also opened up to where 
I do other work for other entities, main- 
ly in motorcycling and always in motor- 
sports. 


(Edmondson) I don't think there is 

anything that isn't common knowledge. 
I have been at this since 1973 when I 
started racing. I had a good time racing 
and got involved in organizing events 
and enjoyed that, too. That kind of just 
lead us to where we are today. The first 
season of Championship Cup was 1984. 
You are no longer with the AMA and 
will sanction your own events under 
the North American Superbike series 
banner in 1995. How did that happen? 
Specifically, how is it that you are no 
longer with the AMA? 
(Murphy) I was informed via fax the 
week before Mid-Ohio that AMA want- 
ed to bring its marketing relations activ- 
ities in-house and that my services 
would not be required for the 1995 sea- 
son. Subsequent to that, Roger and 1 
decided to do something else. 

(Edmondson) To know why I left, or 
why I'm out, or not there any more, you 
have to know how "in" I was at one 
point in time. My involvement with the 
AMA Pro department began in 1986 
when I was asked to come aboard as a 
road race coordinator. My role that year 
was to take notes of what needed to be 
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fixed in pro road racing. We went to one 
event and the situation was such that 
when Daytona was over we had to actu- 
ally take it on and run it (the profession- 
al road race program). I thought that job 
was done at the end of the 1988 season 
and I got out of it, and spent a year out, 
but there were significant problems in 
the way that the events were being man- 
aged in 1989. Enough so that during that 
year we agreed to take those classes that 
we were providing to the promoters, 
which were the Supersport classes and 
the endurance classes, and, at the time, 
we were in the process of creating the 
Harley class. We agreed to take those 
classes that we were selling separately 
to the promoters and join with the AMA 
with their classes which were 250, 
Superbike and Twins, and create a joint 
venture. And we have operated that 
way since the 1990 season. 

Last year, in mid October, we went to 
visit the AMA to discuss some adjust- 


ments that needed to be made in the 
joint venture, some things that we 
weren't happy with and things that they 
weren't happy with. We sat down and 
they told us they wanted to buy us out. 
And so, from October 12th until most 
recently, we have been trying to deter- 
mine how that was going to go. In that 
time frame since, we made an offer to 
actually pay the AMA to operate the 
series and try to do the same thing on 
the pro level that we had done on the 
amateur level. A lot of people do not 
realize that the AMA/CCS program is 
not the AMA's program, it is a private 
business that is sanctioned by the AMA. 
It has been operated and funded and all 
the rules have been written by private 
parties. We are prepared to do the same 
thing in pro road racing. The AMA 
decided that they would like it all in- 
house. The last 12 months that we've 
been trying to make that business deal 
have been more difficult than anybody 
anticipated. 

How quickly did this new series come 
together? 

(Edmondson) The elements and the feel- 
ings that there was always a need for 





things beyond what the AMA was offer- 
ing were always there. But much of the 
negotiations I had with the AMA 
involved them paying me not to com- 
pete. This thing was far enough down 
the road that I had closed my office at 
the racing offices, and had moved back 
to my office at my house where I run 
my other businesses. I was prepared not 
to be competing at the top level. In the 
meantime, Pat and I still felt there was a 
need for events over and above what the 
AMA schedules. So, when the word 
came that I didn't have a deal with the 
AMA, and was no longer going to be 
bound by any purse ceilings or anything 
else and was free to go out and seek my 
own level in the marketplace, Pat decid- 
ed to take these things that we have 
been talking about quietly and let them 
achieve whatever level they could. 
(Murphy) That's accurate. Since mid 
summer Roger and I have looked at pro- 
moting new racing, developing some 





marketing concepts that would let this 
sport grow. As he said, at the time, we 
were working on the assumption that he 
was going to be under some agreement 
with the AMA that was going to keep 
him from promoting events that had 
large purses. And so we were looking at 
kind of a pro-am type of program and, 
of course, were planning to do this total- 
ly without conflict with any of the 
АМА professional programs. When 
they reneged on their offer, then we 
simply upped...we had the basic ideas in 
mind, but not without any restrictions 
as far as the size of our purses or the 
dates we had open to run. We simply 
enlarged our vision. 

Pat, what was your role in developing 
contingency sponsors for the Super- 
sport, Harley-Davidson and Endurance 
classes for the AMA? 

(Murphy) I have personally been 
responsible for the development of 
every contingency program, the solicita- 
tion of every contingency program for 
every AMA professional series, every 
CCS professional series from 1986 
through 1994 - single-handedly. I have 
communicated with all of the factories 
































































and most aftermarket firms annually. I 
think the success that I have had with 
contingency has more to do with me 
understanding my customers than it 
does with me being their best friend. I 
do have some good friends in the indus- 
try, and people I talk to once a year on 
the telephone discussing this program. 
When I first got involved in the AMA’s 
contingency program they had, I think, 
a half a dozen sponsors. None of the fac- 
tories were participating because it 
wasn't a user-friendly program. It was 
punitive. When I first got involved as a 
staff member, I got them (the AMA) to 
see that, and they agreed to make some 
changes. After I became PM Communi- 
cations I continued that same philoso- 
phy and it was working, so they kept 
giving me free reign. I basically was 
free to do whatever I wanted to the 
contingency program within certain 
boundaries. 

The only time that I got any input 
from AMA was this past year when 
they asked me to build in a multi- 
level system, so they would not 
have to give full benefits to every 
sponsor, trying to get back into that 
punitive-style program. You either 
get on your knees, or we are not 
going to give you the whole piece 
of pie. Surprisingly, I was still able 
to - because of some of my con- 
tacts, maybe - maintain most of 
the sponsor-level. But the pro- 
grams that I am putting together 
in 1995 for both AIR (American 
International Racing) and NASB 
(North American Superbike) are 
not going to be punitive. They 
will go back to user-friendly. 
These things are there for the 
sponsors, the riders benefit but 
they are sponsor programs. 
How many different sports 
marketing administrations 
were in effect in your period 
with the AMA? Why, in 
your opinion, did every one 
of them fail to succeed? 
(Murphy) I worked for five 
vice-presidents. When I was 
originally hired, Wayne 
Molton was in his final 
months, he was followed 
by Bill Amick, Ron Zim- 
merman, Dick Maxwell 
and now Tom Mueller. I 
don't know that any of 
those individuals could 
have succeeded. I don't 
know that you can say 
these were five or four or 
three faulty people with bad id 
think that the structure of AMA Pro 
Racing is at fault. 

The AMA is an amateur organiza- 
tion. And that is not a negative. An ama- 
teur organization that has 220,000 mem- 
bers who are just people who just like to 
ride motorcycles. So the scope of the 
AMA is to do things for 200,000 people 
who just like to ride bikes. And they do 
that pretty well. But you can't take that 
mentality into professional motorsports, 
not into the competitive field that it is. 
That, basically, is the problem. It 
requires a different vision, it requires a 
much greater ability to take a risk, and it 
takes your orientation to be that the 
business people are my customers - not 
my 200,000 fans. The 200,000 fans are 
going to come because it is good enter- 
tainment, but l've got to pay for it. I've 
got to ensure that my competitors can 
afford to do this, to make a living at it. 
I've got to be sure that the people who 
are risking as much as a million dollars 
on an event minimize their risk through 
good management. That's the core of 
the problem. 


Roger, your turn... $ Е T 
(Edmondson) I think we have to recog- 
nize that the three vice-presidents that I 
worked with most closely were Bill 
Amick, Ron Zimmerman and Dick 
Maxwell. All of them had different 
ideas on what needed to be done, all of 
them applied their best efforts in get- 
ting those things done, and all of them 
contributed to things in the sport. But, 
unfortunately, every time they would 
find that the problems of satisfying 
AMA's management were overwhelm- 
ing, they would be fired, and a new guy 
brought in after some period of time. So 
we would go through these periods of 
having to go through the honeymoon 
with every new vice-president. And 
whether he was right or wrong, he was 
the vice-president, he was free to make 
the same mistakes that the guy before 
him had already made. And $0 we 
would always have this one step for- 
ward two step back thing and I frankly 
think that the most progress was made 
in those months when we did not have 








a vice-president. Tha © 
when we had to go out and do it, and 
the people in the field who were doing 
the business were allowed to do the 
business. 

I have to tell you that I am proud of 
what we accomplished in all these years, 
but I’m frustrated by what could have 
been accomplished. You don’t have 
enough pages in Cycle News to cover the 
lost opportunities, you don’t have 
enough time to deal with all the hours I 
spent thinking about what we could 
have done. Things that needed to be 
done. But I have to tell you, we created a 
lot. And that is exactly what Pat and I 
have done together; we have worked 
together as a team to create things. 
Yeah, I’ve made a good living off this 
business but I have given my life to it. 
We created money for people. The 
money we created is exactly that - it 
came out of nowhere. When Supersport 
was created it became a place to put 
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advertisi 
dollars. These classes became places 
where people could spend money - with 
our riders - to sell product. We created 
two Supersport classes and an 
endurance series that we were paying 
for right out of our own CCS treasury, 
and we turned that into a promotable 
event that the promoters have taken a 
liking to and are now putting money in 
riders’ pockets. We have large contin- 
gency programs and we created the 
Harley-Davidson class, one that brought 
a whole new group of spectators to rac- 
ing events here in the States. 

With all due respect to Harley- 
Davidson and their success in the mar- 
ketplace - they had no reason for the 
Harley to come to our races. Now they 
do. And in spite of the fact that the top 
speeds are slow and the average lap 
speeds are fairly slow, the margins of 
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victory are very 
close. It’s what 

people want to see - 
it’s good racing. A whole lot of riders 
had money put in their pockets with our 
programs. 

We work well together. I get the 
ideas and Pat puts the rubber to the 
road. He makes it happen, and there is 
no reason for us not to go forward now 
and catch the vision of what can be 
without worrying about whether or not 
the vice-president we have is the right 
one or the wrong one. Without worry of 
if this vice-president is going to get fired 
for something that has nothing to do 
with us. 

I would say this, if there are any 
questions about management at the 
AMA you have to take a look at that 
place: how can these le continually 
either put somebody into an un-doable 
job, or how can they continue to hire the 
wrong people? Because you have to 
draw one of two conclusions: that 
hired all these wrong people and had to 
fire them - none of these people have 
quit by the way, they have all been 
fired; or the job is not doable and the 
structure is wrong. 

I think it is a little bit of both. I think 
you have inept management and I think 
you have a structure that is very un- 
doable. Everyone behind the scenes has 
been saying the same thing for years, 
you just never see it in print. Why 
doesn’t the AMA get smart and be like 
an AAA and do what they do best? And 
leave all these problems to profession- 
als. What we see today in the supercross 
and the pro racing is a sign of the times. 
These two sports have matured now, to 
the point where they have to be com- 
pared with an early Indy Car or 
NASCAR series. And to reach that level 
and to be professional, they have to be 
in the hands of a professional. It can no 
longer be in the hands of somebody 
worrying about 200,000 people sending 
in 29 bucks a year and whether they are 
going to like it or not. 

Perhaps the AMA have accomplished 
that with their new subsidiary 
Paradama? 

(Murphy) Triple-A spun off to USAC 
and faced the same problem in 1956. 
What you ended up with was a separate 
racing organization that was run exactly 
like it was when it was part of AAA. 
Paradama is going to be wholly owned 
by the AMA, and its initial manage- 
ment, unless there is an announcement 
we haven't heard yet, is going to be 
AMA staff. Its operating procedures are 
going to be based on the AMA history 
of operational procedure. Where is the 
new thought going to come from? 
What's going to make it different than 
what it was? You can call a horse a cow, 
but it is indeed a horse. 

What is NASB's mission, as you see it? 
(Edmondson) I still think we are not 
done creating new and better ideas. I 
think we have a history of satisfying 
promoters, of satisfying riders, of satis- 
fying a lot of constituents. And now we 
are free to take this to the next level. I 
think we are living in a marketplace 
that is more global, so we're not calling 
ourselves the American Superbike 
Championship - we're the North Amer- 
ican Superbike Championship because 
we feel there are opportunities in Mexi- 
со; that's a whole new opportunity for 
television down there. It's a whole new 
opportunity for south-of-the-border 
companies. We feel there are many 
opportunities in Canada. If you think 
just America, you're thinking very 
small. I believe that we have not yet 
reached our potential, and that there is 
no reason to believe that the current 





management at the AMA is in position 
to get us there. 

You have to ask yourself, what is the 
current management at the AMA and 
what were they doing this time last 
year? What are their credentials to take 
this sport to the next level, and further- 
more, what is their starting base? The 
assumption is that their starting base is 
what we will leave behind. No. The 
AMA/CCS Supersport, which has been 
HP4 Supersport this year, is going with 
us. Any Supersport the AMA has is 
something they will have to do on their 
own. The same thing is true without 
Harley-Davidson TwinSports - we creat- 
ed that class and we will be taking it 
right along with us. We are building on 
a base we already have in place. We just 
have a new name - these guys have the 
old name but I submit to you that they 
have no experience and they are going 
to have to make a program for them- 
selves before they can go to the next 
level. At the same time, they are going 
to tackle all of the problems that have 
existed - they are now going to tackle a 
new problem by being promoters? 
That's a slap in the face to our promot- 
ers - it implies that what they do is so 
easy that (the AMA) can just do this as a 
sideline. All they need is a few bucks 
and the AMA can do what you, the pro- 
moter, have been doing at Mid-Ohio 
and Road America and all those fine 
facilities. I don't think so. 

You have a very strong relationship 
with many of the AMA promoters, 
most notably the France family of Day- 
tona International Speedway. What 
feedback have you received from 
them? 

(Edmondson) I think that all the pro- 
moters have to be very cautious. If you 
could ask to the promoters what they 
would like to see, they say they would 
like to see that nothing had changed. 
They were comfortable, and we were 
making progress, and I think I can look 
every one of them in the eye and not 
make any apologies to any of them. We 
have done nothing but bring them more 
and more successful events. And the 
promoters who started with us only 
recently now see light at the end of the 
tunnel. We have been on the edge of 
having a program that was successful 
for all venues which would have then 
allowed us to go forward. Now this 
thing has been exploded and for what 
reason? There is no reason for what is 
going on right now, the dissolution of a 
joint venture that has worked so well. 
You were negotiating with the AMA 
for them to buy your Supersport class- 
es from you. That didn't happen and 
there are those who believe that this 
new venture between Pat and yourself 
is a leverage move to force the AMA 
into paying you off. 

Those people do not have a clue as to 
what has been going on. I'm given 
much greater credit for being a manipu- 
lator and being a salesman than I am - 
I'm always telling people that I'm just a 
country boy from North Carolina who 
wants to go racing and found myself in 
a position that I never anticipated many 
years ago. This is not part of a master 
plan, but I do know that I have a talent 
for this because I take care of the details 
and recognize there are a lot of con- 
stituents. The reason the deal didn't go 
through with the AMA is because these 
people do not know how to do busi- 
ness; they do not know their friends 
from their enemies and once they do 
identify someone as a friend they do 
their damnest to make them enemies. 
No, this is no leverage, or some ploy. 
You don't go to the people of Daytona 
Speedway and ask them to give you 
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two race events so you can use that as 
leverage. These people (DIS) have 
allowed me to announce that I am 
going to have two major-league events 
at their facility. This is the sort of thing 
these people would do to leverage me 
into making a better deal with the 
AMA? That's naive thinking. 

What immediate improvements will 
the racing community see in the NASB 
events? 

(Murphy) Let's start with some of the 
fundamental things that Roger and I 
have earned their respect for already. 
That is, the mana; t techniques, the 
professionalism, the consistency. We're 
going to still have those factors that 
have been the core of what has allowed 
this sport to grow. It's allowed these 
team owners and manufacturers to look 
at this thing and say, yes this is now a 
stable, viable deal, we can throw these 
big budgets in there. You look back in 
1985, when pro road racing was run by 
a league of amateur dirt track officials - 
who had attitudes - that was no place to 
invest money. We know that our series 
is going to deliver the same things that 
we as a team have been delivering for 
the last half dozen years or so. You tell 
me who's doing what on the other side? 
Well, some of the large complaints in 
AMA racing are that the superbikes do 
not get enough track time... 
(Edmondson) Let me give you just a 
basic principle of motorsports manage- 
ment. It is as right as rain, but not popu- 
lar: there has never been an entry fee 
low enough, prize structure high 
enough or enough track time for any 
rider in the history of the world. 
Absolute proof of that is the GP guys 
who make millions, pay no entry fees 
and still gripe about the series they are 
in. Okay? So, the fact is, that our super- 
bike riders get, right now, within min- 
utes, the same amount of track time as 
teams racing for the World Champi- 
onship. Now, I submit to you that if a 
team can go out and put together the 
effort needed to run for a World Cham- 
pionship in that time, then our AMA 
teams can do just as well. 

To get back to what we will have in 
our new program - first of all, we are 
structuring our new series around 
fewer classes and less time. Now, hav- 
ing less classes means the riders will 
have more track time, but it will be over 
two days. Their expenses will be 
reduced, but more importantly the Sun- 
day spectator will see a better show 
because we will adopt the two-race for- 
mat of the World Superbike Series. 
Spectators love starts and stops, and 
frankly I have resisted, through several 
vice-presidents, Superbike races being 
100- or 120-milers because it was going 
to needlessly cost our competitors refu- 
eling equipment and more importantly 
it was going to take away the potential 
for close finishes. Starts and finishes are 
more exciting than long races; this is not 
meant to put the Daytona 200 down nor 
the Suzuka 8-Hour, but by and large we 
do not have the depth of talent nor the 
budget or the infrastructure to handle 
long-distance races at a high-intensity 
level. My solution to this is that we 
should give these teams two income 
opportunities and two points opportu- 
nities on one Sunday afternoon, and 
let's give the spectators two superbike 
races. These are not two superbike races 
combined, these are two different 
points-paying events. We're going to 
have 600 Supersport as we always have 
had because it is very pleasing to the 
spectators, very very pleasing to the 
participants and it is certainly very 
important to the industry - it sells a lot 
of motorcycles. 





We've determined that our 750 
Supersport class is actually a duplica- 
tion in the marketplace of the 750 Super- 
bike class. And so to help the manufac- 
turers to have another platform to sell 
product and to show their wares, we 
decided to go with an Open Supersport. 
That way the 900s and all the other nice 
big-bore bikes have an opportunity to 
go out there and do their deal, and if 
Tom Kipp or whomever wants to run 
against them on a 750 - bring it on. But I 
think this will be a more exciting format. 
Naturally, as we have mentioned before, 
the Harley-Davidson class brings in 
Harley-Davidson spectators and gets 
the Harley dealers involved. Those guys 
are a loyal bunch of motorcyclists, a less 
trendy bunch that will stay involved for 
a long time. You get a Harley guy 
involved and you have a guy that is 
going to be involved in that sport for a 
long time and that provides some con- 
sistency, and it happens to be right now 
that Harley is a trendy name - but 
Harley-Davidson will be a bedrock por- 
tion of our program. 

The motorcycle marketplace is fairly 
saturated with professional road racing 
sanctioning bodies. Will it take an all- 
out war for NASB to defeat the AMA? 
Do you consider this war? 

(Edmondson) Hey, there is no shortage 
of fast-food places and they keep selling 
McDonalds franchises every day. The 
marketplace will determine who will 
reach the surface, and it should be that 
way. If we have the best series we 
should be perceived as the best, we 
shouldn't automatically be number two 
just because we don't have 70 years of 
tradition of having lobbyists in Wash- 
ington - and running Poker runs. This is 
not about who has been there before - 
this is about where we are going now. 
It's not what you did last year, it's about 
where you are going to go. 

People do not have to look at this as 
an all-or-nothing deal. There is going to 
be a certain number of road races next 
year, and for our competitors this means 
more income opportunities. For our 
manufacturers this means more adver- 
tising opportunities. I think one place 
we are already doing a better job is with 
the press. You've never had to back me 
up and ask me three times for an answer 
- you've gotten a straight answer from 
day one. I defy you to do that with Tom 
Mueller and some of those people. 
You'll get one of these: "We'll think 
about it, we're considering that" and 
you'll get some kind of a put-off because 
they do not have a straight answer. I 
have never ducked a question or an 
interview - can Mueller say that? 

This is just a better situation and we 
should let the marketplace determine 
who should be number one. I'm not 
willing to accept the number-two posi- 
tion automatically. Is this war? Self-pro- 
claimed war on their part, but I have not 
proclaimed war on them. In closing, I 
should say that whatever virtue people 
see in the AMA program they should 
realize that we've done a lot to put it 
there. 

(Murphy) The one thing that aston- 
ishes me is that there are some people 
who feel deep in their conscience that 
this is some kind of violation of AMA 
for us to even consider putting on pro- 
fessional road races. "How could we do 
this to AMA?" I have to ask every one of 
them that I didn't hear them say that 
when the WERA Pro Series was 
announced. If the world was large 
enough for that, it is large enough for 
us. If that means that they didn't think 
WERA could pull it off and they think 
we can do it - thank you for the compli- 
ment. €N

hough “Нуш” Mike Faria may 
be focusing intently on the 
upcoming AMA U.S. National 
Speedway Championship, the 
37-year-old speedway veteran 
didn’t pass up the opportunity 
to add another important event on the 
American speedway calendar, the Cali- 
fornia State Championship, to his list of 
1994 victories. 

Faria, who has won the State title 
three times before, in 1987, ‘90 and ‘92, 
did just that, earning his fourth Califor- 
nia State Championship in front of 2500 
fans at the Glen Helen OHV Park. 

“I take them (championship events) 
all seriously," Faria said, as he prepared 
to go out for his first heat. "Tonight, 
you're going to have to gate and be 
gone." 

Faria's strategy was not without justi- 
fication, as there were five other serious 
challengers for the title on this night. 
Former two-time World Pairs and 
National Champion Bobby Schwartz 
was using the State Championship as a 
prelude to the National as well, but he 
was still a serious contender for the 
crown. Defending California State 
Champion Chris Manchester, now com- 
peting in the British League, had 
returned home for the U.S. National a 
week early in hopes of repeating last 
year's victory. Josh Larsen, too, was 
making a return to America. Larsen fin- 
ished ninth at the World Speedway Final 
in Vojens, Denmark, and the State 
Championship would mark the 21-year- 
old's return to competition after break- 
ing his wrist in that event. 

But as the night unfolded, Faria's 
biggest challenge came from Charlie 
Venegas, one rider who has yet to win a 
major dirt championship. Venegas was 
ready just the same. 

^We just have to make good starts," 
Venegas said. "If we're behind, we'll just 
buckle down and ride harder." 

Those words appeared prophetic, as 
Venegas dropped a point in the very 
first race of the night. He had the mis- 
fortune of lining up in gate four, one 
position outside of Faria, in heat one. 
Faria shot off the line when the tapes 
went up, with Venegas hot on his heels, 
as both riders left Angela Hale and Den- 
nis Briggs behind. Throughout the race, 
Venegas explored a few different lines 
looking to pass Faria, but in the end, he 
appeared content to stay in second and 
collect the two points for second place 
while Faria took the win and three 
points. 

"It's just опе race," Venegas said. 
"Somebody's got to finish second. We'll 
make it up." 

Larson, Schwartz and Gary Hicks all 
posted opening-ride wins in the first 
round to keep pace with Faria. Larson's 
win came by just an eyelash. The former 
British Leaguer had gotten an excellent 
start in heat two and led the whole race, 
but his secondary chain broke just before 
he crossed the finish line, giving Doug 
Nicol one last chance at stealing the vic- 
tory. 

Larson had more trouble in round 
two, losing the same chain just off the 
starting line and posting a zero, effec- 
tively ending his chances at the champi- 
onship. 

“I've had a few unforeseen prob- 
lems," Larson said. ^I broke a chain in 
my first ride. I don't know what hap- 
pened in the second. I'll just work all the 
bugs out and hope for a good night." 

Larson would drop two more points 
in heat 25 and finish fifth overall with 10 
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points. But he would also play а very 
important role later in the meeting. 

Manchester also watched his chances 
at defending the title slip away little by 
little. The youngster had failed to win a 
heat after two rounds, but appeared 
unfazed. 

“I'm havin’ fun," Manchester said. 
“The track isn’t very good, but every- 
body has to ride it, so I guess it’s okay. 
I’m missing the start. I think that’s my 
problem.” 

Manchester soldiered on to finish 
fourth with 11 points. 

Faria and Schwartz stayed on the lead 
pace with wins in round two, while 
Venegas scored his first three-point ride 
of the night in heat 11 over Manchester, 
Hicks and Nicol to remain one point 
back. 

“T can’t say I’m not down a little after 
that first ride,” Venegas said. “But 
you've just got to suck it up and keep 
dialin’ it in.” 

The first battle of “unbeatens” carne 
in heat 17, when Faria and Schwartz 
squared off. It took two restarts to get 
the race underway, but when the tapes 
went up for good, Schwartz mastered 
the start, with Faria, Jerry Black and Paul 
Colston giving chase. Faria desperately 
hounded Schwartz for two laps before 
dropping deep into the outside dirt and 
putting on a heart-stopping pass that 
brought the crowd to its feet. From there, 
Faria eked out a small lead and crossed 
the finish line first to stay on a maximum 
score. 

“1 figured Bobby (Schwartz) would 
go wide, but he held the pole,” Faria 
said. “I knew I had to get by him early 
because he can really gain ground on 
you.” 

Venegas posted a win in heat 18 over 
Jim Estes, John Aden and Greg Ayers to 
stay in the hunt. 

Unfortunately for Schwartz, he 
wasn’t through dropping points. After 
Faria went out and grabbed yet another 
win in heat 24, Schwartz and Venegas - 
who were tied for second, one point 
behind Faria - faced each other in heat 
25. In a race that virtually mirrored the 
Schwartz/Faria clash, Schwartz got the 
gate with Venegas tagging along two 
lengths behind him. But Venegas made 
his move to the outside in turn three and 
four on the opening lap. Venegas went 
wide in three and then rocketed past 
Schwartz on the outside. Schwartz tried 
to stay close, but Venegas would not be 
denied. 

"That was the only way I could pass 
him," Venegas said. "I made a good 
start, but it just spun coming off turn 
one." 

Schwartz closed out the final round 
with a win for a solid third place in the 
final standings. 

Faria was finally defeated in heat 28 
when Larson got a great start off gate 
four, with Manchester coming alive to 
take second before Faria, in third, went 
to work. Faria passed Manchester before 
the end of the first lap, but Larsen was 
gone, dropping Faria one point. With 
Venegas back on the lead pace, the ball 
was in his court when he rolled out for 
heat 29 - the last of the night. It was a 
must-win situation for Venegas, who 
was looking to force Faria into a run-off 
for the title. But Venegas was up to the 
task, as he blasted off the gate to take the 
win over Tommy Hedden, Black and 
Jeremy Aden by a huge margin. 

Venegas dnd Faria walked out for the 





run-off to the cheers of the near-capacity 
crowd, who must have sensed that a real 
barn-burner was about to take place. But 
it almost didn't happen when Venegas 
was clearly agitated after losing the coin 
toss, after the coin bounced off some- 
one's foot before hitting the ground. The 
coin was tossed again, and Faria won it 
again, choosing the number three start- 
ing spot and putting Venegas on the 
pole. 

When the tapes went up, Faria took 
the early lead with Venegas riding prac- 
tically on top of him in second place. As 
the laps unfolded, Faria rode consistent- 
ly wider on the race track, in an attempt 
to force Venegas to the inside line away 
from the dirt. But Venegas knew where 
the traction was and wouldn't be suck- 
ered. Venegas shadowed Faria and kept 
driving it in deeper and deeper each lap 
until he was nearly against the fence, but 
he simply couldn't find the drive needed 
to make a pass on the Jack's 
Disposal/Oilzall/Scott/BK/Gene 
Woods/Faria and family-backed Faria, 
who crossed the line to take his fourth 
California State Championship. 

“1 had to be smart,” Faria said. “It 
was so deep out there. I was only using 
the outside when I had to, otherwise I 
was riding the pole. I didn’t want every- 
one to know you could pass out there. 
There’s still a lot of pressure on me for 
next week (the U.S. National).” 

Back in the pits, Venegas was clearly 
spent. It took him a couple of minutes to 
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(Top) Mike Faria (left) scored 14 of a 
possible 15 points and won a run-off with 
Charlie Venegas to capture his fourth 
California State Championship. Bobby 
Schwartz (right) finished third overall with

pick his head up and climb off his 
motorcycle. 

“It’s tough when you lose," Venegas 
said. “You just have to keep your head 
down and keep trying.” 

But though he appeared clearly tired 
of finishing in the bridesmaid position 
again, it didn’t take long for Venegas to 
regain his sense of humor when he 
shook hands with Faria on the podium. 

“We should have gone five laps,” 
Venegas said. с

season review way back in Janu- 
ary, we entitled it “Get in the 
Ring.” Little did we guess how apropos 
that headline would turn out to be. The 
‘94 season unfortunately included more 











than its fair share of fisticuffs, what with 
Jeff Emig drop-kicking Mike LaRocco in 
the head, Mike Kiedrowski launching 
his KX250 into LaRocco and Ryan 
Hughes and Doug Henry holding an 
impromptu wrestling match on a Del- 
mont berm. But despite the unfortunate 
sideshows, most of the brawling took

place the way it’s supposed to - on the 
motorcycles and during the race. The 
1994 professional motocross season pro- 
vided some of the best action in years. 


125cc 


The 250cc class is supposed to be the 
premier category in motocross. The 











purses are higher, the bikes are faster 
and the names are bigger. But if all that 
is true, then why is it that most fans 
seemed more interested in the tiddler 
category this year? 

The answer is simple: At nearly all 12 
of the rounds on the circuit, the 125cc 
class had more potential winners and 
much closer racing. While the 250cc 
division saw just three different winners 
throughout the season, no fewer than 
six riders earned overall victories in the 
125cc class. There were also five differ- 
ent lead changes in the points standings, 
with Jeff Emig, Steve Lamson, Ryan 
Hughes and Doug Henry all taking their 
stints at the top. 

With Emig's win at round one during 
Daytona bike week, it appeared that the 
‘92 champ may be back on track to 
another title - especially when defend- 
ing-champ Henry finished 13th. But 
Emig had trouble maintaining consis- 
tency. At round two, his Yamaha quit 
running just before the start of the first 
moto, and while he rebounded with a 
second overall finish at Budds Creek, he 
would be up and down all year. 

Lamson, on the other hand, was 
extremely consistent - for the first half of 
the season at least. The Honda ace fin- 
ished in the top five at each of the first 
six rounds, winning at Budds Creek and 
maintaining a slim points lead up until 
Unadilla. There, Lami's strategy of con- 
sistency turned on him, as he crashed 
out of moto one on the first lap. Hughes 
went on to score the win - his first ever - 
and by virtue of his consistency, he took 
over the points lead. 

Like Lamson, though, Hughes was 
not able to maintain that consistency, 
crashing hard at the following round in 
Troy, Ohio. Despite being knocked 
momentarily unconscious, the Split- 
Fire/Hot Wheels/Kawasaki pilot brave- 
ly soldiered on to a sixth-overall finish, 
but Henry had assumed the series lead - 
a lead which he would never relinquish. 

Henry won just three races over the 
season, but again, it was consistency 
that allowed him to retain his number- 
one plate. After a poor showing at the 
always unpredictable opening round, 
the Honda/1-800-COLLECT . pilot 
stayed inside the top four for the 
remainder of the year. The only excep- 
tion was a ninth-overall placing at the 
finale in Delmont, where Henry did 
what he had to do to win the title. And 
while he may have won just three 
rounds, Henry picked good times to 
peak. Two of the New Englander's wins 
came in front of his home fans in South- 
wick and Binghamton, while the other 
was at Mt. Morris - always a popular 
event, and the site of Fox's 20th 
Anniversary celebration. 

Besides Hughes, one other rider also 
earned the first win of his career this sea-

son - Damon Huffman. The Suzuki асе 
appeared more confident, thanks in part 
to clinching the 125cc Western Regional 
Supercross title, and he collected wins at 
both Hangtown and Troy. Inconsistency 
was his downfall, but expect him to be 
an even bigger factor in ‘95. 

Also surprising was rookie Kevin 
Windham, who for the past two years 
has dominated amateur events like 
Ponca City and Loretta Lynn’s. Having 
turned 16, Windham raced professional- 
ly for the first time at Mt. Morris, where 
he put in an inspiring performance in 
the first moto, leading every lap until 
getting passed a few turns from the fin- 
ish. A poor start in moto two left him in 
sixth overall, but the impression had 
been made, and Yamaha signed the 
youngster to a factory contract for ‘95. 
Windham raced three more times, twice 
finishing fifth. 

Windham’s performances were remi- 
nescent of Robbie Reynard, who last 
year was similarly impressive as a Team 
Green rookie. This year, however, Rey- 
nard didn’t live up to the expectations. 
Nagging injuries kept the Kawasaki 
pilot from winning until the final round 
at Delmont, the same track where he 
scored his first victory ever one year ear- 
lier. 

Also surprising in his lack of strong 
finishes was Huffman’s counterpart, 
Ezra Lusk. Despite winning the 125cc

250cc 


To no one's surprise, the 250cc cham- 
pionship boiled down to a dogfight 
between just two riders - Kawasaki 
teammates Mike LaRocco and Mike 
Kiedrowski. It would become known as 
the battle of the two Mikes. 

LaRocco, the 1993 500cc National 
Champion, got a head start by winning 
the opening round at Gatorback Cycle 
Park in Florida, with Kiedrowski, the 
defending 250cc champ, finishing 
fourth. As a result, LaRocco jumped out 
to an 11-point lead over Kiedrowski. 
This pretty much set the stage for the 
rest of the 12-round series, as Kiedrows- 
ki would spend the rest of his time try- 
ing to make up those 11 points. 

Kiedrowski successfully made up 
four of them at the next round at Hang- 
town. Despite finishing second to 
LaRocco in the first moto, Kiedrowski 
gained four points on his teammate via 
a second-moto win and LaRocco finish- 
ing fourth. 

After only two races, LaRocco and 
Kiedrowski had proven that they were 
the two dominant riders of the series 
and that the championship would, no 
doubt, go to either one of them. But for 
Kiedrowski, the next few races would be 
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extremely frustrating. The two riders 
kept trading moto finishes - usually 1-2 - 
and, as a result, Kiedrowski just 
couldn't gain any significant ground on 
his rival, despite racking up a couple of 
overall wins. 

This bothered Kiedrowski greatly, 
and as the series reached the halfway 
point, the mounting frustration got the 
best of him. 

At the fast and hilly Red Bud track in 
Buchanan, Michigan, Kiedrowski found 
himself leading the first moto with 
LaRocco trailing in second. Eleven 
points separated Kiedrowski from 
LaRocco going into the race and 
Kiedrowski wanted that first-moto win 
badly. By winning the first moto, 
Kiedrowski would at least gain three 
points on LaRocco and would go into 
the second moto with a good chance of 
gaining another three points, closing the 
gap in the series to just five points. Oth- 
erwise, finishing second to LaRocco in 
the first moto would mean that

| competition, but the 
multi-time champ 
still had some good 
rides. 
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Kiedrowski would be pressured to win 
the second moto just to stay even with 
LaRocco in the points chase (assuming 
LaRocco and Kiedrowski finished 1-2 in 
the second moto). 

That first moto at Red Bud will go 
down in history journals as one of the 
most memorable moments in motocross. 
LaRocco chased Kiedrowski lap after 
lap, but Kiedrowski was holding his 
ground. It was an epic duel and would 
all be decided on the ultimate lap. With 
less than half a lap to go, the two riders 
made contact and crashed. LaRocco 
recovered first and went on to win the 
moto with Kiedrowski taking second. 

Since Kiedrowski was hit from 
behind, he felt that LaRocco had pur- 
posefully taken him out. In a fit of rage, 
Kiedrowski ghost-rode his motorcycle 
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into the side of LaRocco’s bike as they 
came off the track after taking the check- 
ered flag. 

Kiedrowski, LaRocco and the rest of 
the Kawasaki team, including manager 
Roy Turner, disappeared into the 
Kawasaki team trailer to talk things out. 
When they came out, neither Kiedrows- 
ki nor LaRocco would comment on the 
situation. 

“We all agreed not to talk about it,” 
said Kiedrowski. LaRocco concurred. 
Both riders were later fined by the AMA 
- LaRocco for rough riding, and 
Kiedrowski for unsportsman-like con- 
duct. 

Many peopled anticipated another 
fierce Kiedrowski/LaRocco shootout in 
the second moto, but it would never 
materialize. Kiedrowski led the entire 
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moto, while LaRocco worked up to sec- 
ond after a bad start. LaRocco did, in 
fact, close the gap on Kiedrowski, but 
would wash out and crash in a turn 
before mounting a serious challenge. As 
a result, the points chase between the 
two remained the same at 11. 

Things went from bad to worse for 
Kiedrowski. All the excitement at Red 
Bud was for naught. Two weeks later, at 
the next round at Unadilla, a rock 
thrown from another bike’s rear tire 
during a morning practice session, flew 
up and shattered a bone in Kiedrowski's 
finger. Kiedrowski's season was over, 
for all intents and purposes. As a result, 
LaRocco won both motos at Unadilla 
and would leave there with a command- 
ing 118-point lead over his nearest com- 
petitor. 

What promised to be one of the clos- 
est championship finishes in quite some 
time ended up being a runaway win for 
LaRocco. He ended up clinching the 
championship with two rounds still left 
in the series. 

And then there was John Dowd, the 
privateer Yamaha rider who captured 
the hearts of motocross fans around the 
nation. He got a good jump on the sea- 
son by finishing second overall at the 
opening round in Florida, and would 
hang on to third - behind LaRocco and 
Kiedrowski - for most of the series until 
taking over second, again, when 
Kiedrowski went on the disabled list. 
His consistency and the fact that he was 
second in the series earned him the 
chance to ride Mike Craig's works 
Yamaha after Craig quit the team at the 
Unadilla, New York, National. Dowd 
showed his appreciation by scoring the 
overall and popular win in dramatic 
fashion in what was his second ride on 
the bike at the Spring Creek National in 
Millville, Minnesota. It was only the sec- 
ond National win of his career. A few 
rounds later, Dowd again won, topping 
both motos at Binghamton, New York. 
Dowd ended up finishing a remarkable 
second in the series standings. 

This year's 250cc series also showed 
that two-time Supercross Champion 
Jeremy McGrath could, in fact, be a con- 
tender on the outdoor tracks. Despite 
winning only two motos all year long - 
at Troy and Washougal - McGrath 
showed he definitely had the speed to 
win, but not the endurance. Many times 
throughout the series, McGrath led the 
way only to be caught and passed - usu- 
ally by Kiedrowski and LaRocco - late in 
the motos and usually have to settle for 
third, the same spot where he finished 
out the series. 

Another significant happening was, 
as mentioned earlier, the surprise walk- 
ing out on Team Yamaha by Mike 
Craig. This was Craig's first year as a 
factory-backed rider, a situation which 
came about when Damon Bradshaw 
retired at the end of the '93 season. 
Craig showed moments of brilliance on 
his new ride during the first half of the 
season, winning the Tampa Supercross 
and running among the leaders at the 
Nationals. But inconsistent finishes and 
numerous injuries came between him 
and his tuner Brian Lunniss and some 
of the other Team Yamaha personnel. 
He had had enough. Craig and Yamaha 
agreed to end their one-year contract 
prematurely, and Craig went on about 
his business, signing with the Honda of 
Troy team. 

There were only three different rid- 
ers who scored overall wins in the 
250cc class in '94: LaRocco, who won 
seven; Kiedrowski, who won three; and 
Dowd, who won two. The only rider 
other than these three to win a moto 
was McGrath. ex

JEFFERSON, PA, SEPT. 25 
ou Gerencer Jr. piloted his red- 
painted Harley up the White 
Rose hill the quickest,to record 
his fifth 800cc National Hillclimb 
win of the year, while, on the flip 
side, Paul Pinsonnault needed just one 
run up the hill to also earn his fifth win 
of the year, but in the 540cc division. 

The day's event officially began 
when James Zucco took to the 300-foot 
hill aboard his beautiful Kawasaki in the 
540cc class. He shot up the hill and 
stopped the clock at 7.6664 seconds. 











His time wouldn’t hold for long, 
however, as Scott McNeely roosted up 
the hill with a 6.7667-second time. And 
then it was Pinsonnault's turn at the hill. 

The defending 540cc champ opened 
up the throttle with a no-holds-barred 
climb to grab what would be the quick- 
est climb of the first round. He stopped 
the clocks with a quick 5.9461 time, 
putting him on the bubble. 

In the second round, Zucco again got 
the ball rolling, bettering his first time 
with a 6.7425, but his time was still far 
off that of the top riders. 

Ted Wilkins’ second run up the hill 
was slightly slower than Zucco’s best 
time, so Wilkins had to rely on his much 
faster first-round climb. That time 
would be good enough for second place. 

“My second climb, I was concerned 
with getting a good holeshot,” said 
Wilkins. “It took off so fast, I didn’t get 
time to get out of it before that first 
breaker, and you have to click it just 
right. But I didn’t, I missed it. Maybe 
next time.” 

Scott McNeeley landed third place 
via his second-run time of 6.3220. 

“My first run, I had a little trouble,” 
said McNeeley. “On my second run, I 
got over the jump a little slow and it 
really pulled on the top. I had a real 
smooth run. The hill’s in real nice shape. 
I got lucky today.” 

Pinsonnault was confident enough in 
his first run to let that time stand. As it 
turned out, it was the right choice. 

“T had it (the bike) set up in the June 
hillclimb here,” said Pinsonnault. “That 
worked out really well and I stuck with 
that same setup and I picked a decent 
line on the hill.” 

In the 800cc class, Gary Miller set the 
pace with a 6.3989-second run. Steve 
Dresser stopped the clock with a super- 
quick 5.8845. That time would hold up 
to give him the first-round lead, over 
Wade Williams and Gerencer. 

But this wouldn’t last for long, 
though. 

Gerencer came out in his second 
round and clicked off the quickest time 
of the day thus far with a 5.8393. 

“We did some work on the bike last 
week," said Gerencer. “It seems to run a 
little better right now than it has been. 
So we may have to stay with this combi- 
nation.” 

Wade Williams blasted up the hill 
but the referee ruled him out of bounds 
when he rode over the white chalk that 
marks the lane. His first гип would have 
to hold. 

Dresser wanted his lead back as he 
blasted out of the box. He turned in an 
impressive ride but came up just short 
with a 5.8602. His time would be good 
enough for second place, while 
Williams’ first-turn time would give 
him third. 

"I got too high off the jump," said 
Dresser. "It took some time off during 
my first run as well, but I still ended up 
a couple of hundredths behind him

Bad news guys-you 
can't do that anymore. * You see, we took the YZ250, and rather 
than take it home, we took it to the factory. Tore it apart. And real- 
ly tricked it out. * We started with the engine, adding a resonator 
box to the Power Valve system and used a Keihin carburetor 
which gave the motor a harder hit in the mid-range portion of the 
powerband to give you more pulling power out of the corners.

Schultz clinches 
championship at 
Keystone Nationals

READING, PA, SEPT. 16-18 
ven if he sleeps through the last two 
= races of the year - Topeka and 
Pomona - Dave Schultz will still win 
the 1994 NHRA Championship. 

His third Winston points title in four 
years was officially clinched at the Pio- 
neer Electronics Keystone Nationals in 
Reading, Pennsylvania, where he won, 
and did just about everything but make 
the first Pro Stock run under seven and 
a half seconds. 

“You could see that the weather 
wasn't going to be there this weekend 
for a run in the 7.40s," Schultz said. 
"And that probably worked in my 
favor, because I was able to concentrate 
on winning and not on going all-out to 
put up a number like that." 

All Schultz did was run 7.532 - the 
best Pro Stock run of all time, backed up 
within the one percent required for an 
NHRA national record by his 7.55 in a 
final-round victory against John Myers. 

Schultz's Sonoco-sponsored Suzuki 
qualified number one with a 
7.59/176.02, and in eliminations sent 
home Tony Girardi, Paul Gast, Jim 
Bernard and Myers with the quickest 
string of times in history: 7.53/177.20 
(national record e.t. and top speed of the 
event), 7.56/173.57, 7.54/173.91, and 
7.55/173.04. 

Myers, the only rider to beat him all 
year on either the NHRA and ProStar 
tours, was left at the line in the final 
round by Schultz, .428 to .471, and shut 
down long before high gear, while 
Schultz disappeared into the distance 
with the 7.55/173.04, his fourth of four 
great eliminations runs, all quicker than 
anyone else has ever gone. 

To win the Sears Craftsman Nation- 
als at Topeka or the Winston Finals at 
Pomona, maybe Schultz can remind 
himself that every win pads the record 
for all-time victories he recently took 
from Terry Vance. Clawing for every 
possible point toward this year's cham- 
pionship may no longer be a meaningful 
goal now that the title is already his.

Gibson, Sneyd clash at 
Grattan Road Race

BELDING, MI, SEPT. 10-11 

WERA closed out the season at Grattan Race- 
way with a talent-packed weekend once again, 
as Greg Gibson clinched his WERA Michigan 








GP title, and a small but mighty Canadian inva- 
sion provided the excitement for spectators as 
well as racers. 

In Saturday's Heavyweight 50-miler, Gibson 
held the lead for the first two laps. Then, 1993 
Canadian Champion and McBride Cycle/Dun- 
lop Canada's Jeff Sneyd wasted no time slicing 
through the pack to take over first by the third 
lap. Gibson was unable to answer Sneyd's chal- 
lenge. On the fifth lap, Gibson crashed in the 
"Bowl" when he dragged his CBR's engine 
cases, losing the front end. 

With Gibson gone, Sneyd eased the pace but 
was challenged from the sixth lap on by 
KMM/Hindle Exhaust System's James Per- 
reault. Sneyd held onto the lead with relative 
ease. Ontario Competition Fuel's Glen Paron 
became a threat to Perreault on lap 12 and trad- 
ed places with him for a couple of laps until 
Paron's clutch put him out of the race on the 
14th lap. Paron later said he'd felt it slipping and 
then it finally let go. Sneyd and Perreault dis- 
tanced themselves from the rest of the field and 
took the win and second place, respectively. 
When Paron exited, Ramon Vasquez Jr. inherit- 
ed third and made it stick, while Fred Mulder 
took fourth. David DeRonne, finally overcoming 
a season burdened by engine seizure problems, 

Sunday's Michigan GP saw the battle 
renewed between Gibson and Sneyd. Two races 
earlier, in the Expert race, Sneyd had high-sided 
in Grattan’s off-camber turn three and had to 
repair the bike quickly to make the grid, missing 
the hot lap in the process. Gibson instantly took 
the lead and held it with Sneyd shadowing him 
for the first half of the race. On lap six, Sneyd 
finally passed Gibson on the straightaway head- 
ing into turn one. Gibson tried to get by Sneyd 
in turn four by going up the inside but gassed it 
too hard, almost high-siding coming out of the 
turn, and had to back off. Sneyd rode a textbook 
race and beat Gibson to the checkered flag. Gib- 
son's second place nabbed him the Michigan GP 
Championship in this final round.

Ezerins double trouble

Torque Center/Midwest Action Cycle/ AXO- 
backed Eron Ezerins powered to wins in the 125 
and 250cc A classes at the Lake Mills MX facility. 

In both 125cc A motos, Yamaha-mounted 
Andy Bowman beat the pack to the first turn. In 
moto one, Bowman held the lead for two laps, 
with Todd Mayer looking for the quicker line 
around him. By this time, the clearly faster trio 
of Scott Nicoson, Ezerins, and Karter Busse were 
closing in on the two leaders. Nicoson, Ezerins, 
and Busse wasted no time pulling away from 
the pack, and they finished the first moto in that 
order, followed by Brad Jerominski, Team 2 Rac- 
ing's Ryan DeGroot, and Jason Warner. Bow- 
man eventually faded to seventh after holeshot- 
ting the moto. 

Bowman was followed by Ezerins and Todd 
Warner in moto two, but Ezerins wasted no time 
in shutting the door on Bowman on the first lap. 
A few turns back, Nicoson, Jason Warner, 
Jerominski, Busse and DeGroot provided edge- 
of-the-seat action by swapping positions for the 
next five laps before finishing the moto in that 
order. The overall went to Ezerins with a 2-1 fin- 
ish, followed by Nicoson, Jerominski, Busse and 
Jason Warner. 

Ezerins convincingly showed why he is a 
national-caliber rider by easily taking both 
motos in the 250cc A division. Jerominski was a 
consistent second in both motos, but couldn't 
hold the blistering pace set by Ezerins to make it 
a race. However, the second moto was a wave of 
Kawasaki green behind Ezerins, with Jeromins- 
ki, Tom Zont and Scott Hicks in a three-way bat- 
tle. Behind Ezerins in the overall standings were 
Jerominski, Tom Zont, Jason Warner and Scott 
Hicks. Warner and Zont swapped moto finishes 
with third and fifth, with Zont having the edge 
in the second moto.

Hilton awarded after Willow 
Springs Road Race turmoil

ROSAMOND, CA, SEPT. 17-18 

Controversy surrounded the outcome of the 
Toyota Unlimited Road Race by Budweiser For- 
mula One during the ninth round of Willow 
Springs Motorcycle Club events at Willow 
Springs International Raceway. 

Kent Kunitsugu, the rider who crossed the 
line first, was disqualified for a rule violation, 
giving the race victory to John Hilton. The dis- 
qualification prevented Kunitsugu from taking 
victories in both the Formula One and Formula 
Two races that day. 

As the race got underway, it was Dean Vin- 
cent who took the holeshot off the line, his best 
F-1 start ever. Following him were Curtis 
Adams and Lance Holst. Down the back straight 
on the first lap, Holst was passed by a charging 
Hilton. Meanwhile, running in fifth at this point 
was Kunitsugu, as he was closing on the leaders 
with his Yamaha TZ250. 

Completing the first lap, Vincent continued 
to lead but was Soon passed by Adams. A lap 
later, a five-rider battle was underway for the 
lead. Rounding turn two, Lance Holst crashed 
and was out of contention, reducing the fray to 
four riders. A few turns later, Adams emerged 
with the lead followed by Kunitsugu second and 
Hilton in third. 

As lap four got underway, Kunitsugu 
moved around the inside of Adams in turn two 
to move himself into the lead. However, Kunit- 
sugu made his pass in a corner where a waving 
yellow caution flag was being displayed, a viola- 
tion of WSMC rules. Unaware of his error, 
Kunitsugu continued to hold on to the race lead 
for the remainder of the event. Meanwhile, 
Adams was pushed back into third after being 
passed by Hilton going through turn one as the 
fifth lap got underway. Vincent was fourth and 
the top four riders maintained their positions for 
the remainder of the race. Kunitsugu’s rule vio- 
lation resulted in his disqualification and that 
gave the race win to Hilton with Adams taking 
second and Vincent third. 

In the Maxima Racing Oil Formula Two race, 
Walt Dorsch had an excellent drive off the line 
to give him the early lead. However, it proved to 
be short-lived, as he was passed by Kunitsugu 
going into the second turn. Holst eventually fin- 
ished second behind Kunitsugu, giving third 
place to Dorsch.

Schnell returns to Perris MX

Eric Schnell returned after a six-month layoff 
due to a broken leg and smoked to a double- 
moto sweep of the 125cc Intermediate class dur- 
ing СН Dollar Day at Perris Raceway. 

Gate entry was reduced to only $1, which 
brought smiles to the nearly 300 entrants who 
competed on an all-new wider and longer race 
course. 

Schnell wasted little time during the first 
125cc Intermediate moto and let the competition 
know right from the get-go that he was back to 
winning speed by posting a decisive victory 
over Josh Fink, Mike Brown, David Hughes and 
Rob Anderson. 

The second moto saw Schnell prove himself 
by working up from outside of the top five to 
eventually winning the moto. Raymond Bowers 
led much of the race but gave way to Schnell 
during the closing laps of the moto. Schnell 
crossed the line for the victory, with Bowers a 
close second and Brown a few seconds behind in 
third. 

Some 25 riders filled the starting gate for the 
125cc Beginner race, making it one of the largest 
classes of the day. Milton Chavez was the unex- 
pected winner in the end but didn't win either 
moto, or even finish second, for that matter. 
Chavez kept a consistent pace during the two 
motos, finishing third each time. 

Wes Cary topped the first race aboard his 
J.D. Honda, but а sixth in the second moto left 
him with a disappointing fourth overall. Kevin 
Wheat was unstoppable in the second moto and 
pushed his Yamaha to a convincing victory, but 
a fall in the first moto left him with a sixth over- 
all. 

Chavez's consistent riding paid off in the 
end by turning a 3-3 finish into the overall win, 
topping Dino Regers' 5-2 and Cory Williams' 2-5 
finishes.

Yamaha TZ rider Donnie Hough was the run- 
away victor in the Race of the Rockies GTU 
class, while FZR-mounted Mark Schellenger did 
the deed in the Race of the Rockies GTO event 
when the 14th annual Steamboat Springs motor- 
cycle road races were held by the Motorcycle 
Racing Association of Colorado.

Preston crashed again and then opted 
to settle for second place in the moto behind 
Mercier.

t is only 
| human to 

feel pity 
for the defeated 1993 World Champi- 
on Kevin Schwantz, especially since 
his title defense was spoiled more by 
unlucky injury than any failure on his 
part. 

There is good cause to pity the 
new World Champion Michael 
Doohan, too. And almost all the oth- 
ers as well, this year, last year, and 
for all the years past. 

A bizarre notion perhaps, taking 
into account the vast fortunes most 
have accumulated, and the adulation 
of motorcycle fans. But not so odd 
when you consider the cost to their 
lives. And they are the lucky ones. 

These thoughts surfaced as I con- 
sidered the terrible toll paid by just 
three riders, who just over one year 
ago dominated racing. Now one is in 
a wheelchair, and the other two will 
spend much of the off-season under 
anaesthetic and in hospital. 

Much is contained in the words of 
the Queen song that Schwantz chose 
to celebrate his victory last year. “We 
are the Champions” is a stirring 
melody, with equally stirring words, 
from which Kevin probably uncon- 
sciously chose his own statement of 
congratulation for Mick on the day he 
handed over the crown at Brno. 
“Mick's done his time, and he's paid 
his dues. He deserves to win,” said 
Schwantz. 

Paying your dues, in any sport, 
generally means showing commit- 
ment and dedication from early 
youth, sacrificing many aspects of 
normal life to pursue a goal of perfec- 
tion. 

In motorcycle racing it means 
something extra - facing danger, and 
pushing consistently to levels of risk 
that make it inevitable that from time 
to time you will fall on the wrong 
side of the fence. And then you must

cope with whatever injuries luck 
deals out to you, and come back 
fighting just as hard. З 

Doohan has certainly paid both 
kinds of dues, and will go on doing 
so for the rest of his life. The Assen 
1992 leg injuries have already spoiled 
many aspects of his life forever. He 
will never be able to run like he used 
to, and has endured months of immo- 
bilization and repeated operations, 
the last at the end of 1993 to straight- 
en out his bent lower right leg. 

He had some good news, of a kind, 
at Laguna Seca, when famous San 
Francisco surgeon Dr. Arthur Ting 
took another look at his almost immo- 
bile right ankle, and opined that yet 
more lIlazaroff treatment (with a 
bizarre exterior framework applying 
pressure to the bones) might restore 
some movement. Earlier he had 
expected it to be frozen for life, and 
his best hope was that after his retire- 
ment it would be rebroken and set to 
90 degrees, more user-friendly than 
the current 100 degrees. At the same 
time as the Golden Gate Bridge struc- 
ture he will have to wear for six 
weeks or more later this year, Doohan 
will have his toes shortened and ten- 
dons to them cut to reduce the “ball- 
up" effect that makes him limp so 
badly now. 

It is a terrible price to have paid, 
and he admits he came close, during 
his long and demoralizing convales- 
cence (which went on long after he'd 
lost the title that had earlier seemed 
his by right) to calling it a day. But 


‘there was something inside him that 


prevented that. Something that he 
describes simply as enjoying riding 
the bike, and enjoying winning races. 
A description that stops way short of 
the awe-inspiring truth of the com- 
pulsion that brought him back to win 
this year. 

Then there is the vanquished 
Schwantz, who (though it is deeply 





unfair to say so) only won last year 
after Rainey was eliminated. By then 
Kevin was riding with a wrist injury 
and in no position to defend his 
points lead as Rainey gained ground. 
Likewise, Schwantz has lost titles 
through accidents and injuries cen- 
tring in recent years on arms and 
wrists. And then he fell again at 
Laguna Seca...Rainey's plight is well- 
known. He led an almost charmed 
life until a bad crash at the end of 
1991 broke his femur; but he came 
back, still far from fit, to win again in 
1992. He might have done so for a 
fourth time in 1993. Instead he 
crashed at Misano, and broke his 
back, leaving him paralyzed from the 
chest down. Enough said. 

These are far from isolated cases, 
just the top three. Injuries happen to 
anybody, famous and fast or slow 
and struggling. At least the top guys 
get paid well for taking the risks. 

But the fact that people get hurt 
isn't the point. Everybody who goes 
racing knows that it is possible, even 
likely, and they make their contract 
with the sport regardless, usually 
invoking the “it can't happen to me" 
syndrome. 

The question is, what drives peo- 
ple who have discovered the hard 
way that this syndrome doesn't 
apply, to come back, back and back. 

Schwantz was an example of this 
madness this season, racing on for five 
races with a plaster cast on his wrist, 
and at each race dislocating again the 
bones and damaging the fractures. 
Then he dislocated his left hip, 
chipped his right knee, and broke his 
right scaphoid at Laguna. The week 
after, he had two bones removed from 
his left wrist, and in six weeks would 
have the left scaphoid pinned and 
more carpal-tunnel surgery. Did he 
complain? Did he heck. Instead he was 
pleased, for the crash meant he could 
begin treatment earlier than if he'd

been obliged to run the whole season, 
and as a result could start testing earli- 
er for next year. 

Another was Wayne Gardner, a 
top crasher, who in 1990 injured his 
ribs at Misano but returned in pain 
for the next race in Germany only to 
crash once more because, as he admit- 
ted, he was too weak to recover the 
bike from a power-on slide. This time 
he smashed his foot badly. Yet he told 
me a few years later: "I think you 
actually ride better when you are 
injured." 

This represents delusion on a 
grand scale, but it is far from an iso- 
lated case. There was a distressing 
echo last year, when Rainey crashed 
in practice at Donington Park, suffer- 
ing compression to his vertebrae. The 
final crash came at the next race, and 
the spinal fracture was in exactly the 
same place. Rainey now privately 
admits that the two injuries were 
almost certainly related. 

It is perhaps this last case that has 
preyed on my mind. Previously, I 
always knew that there was some 
degree of madness involved in people 
who are driven to perform to these 
levels of effort weekend after week- 
end - but I thought it a fine madness 
in a world where nobody can really 
be considered sane. It was something 
to be envied and admired. 

Now, watching Doohan as he 
limped painfully towards the rostrum 
in Brno to receive the accolades for 
winning the World Championship, a 
quite different emotion brought me 
close to tears - an overwhelming pity 
for him and all the other victims of 
this compulsion. 

These men are not normal. They 
are driven by an obsession that can 
cost them their lives. Hero-worship 
them by all means, because there's 
not one who doesn't deserve the 
greatest admiration. But pity them, 
too. €N
